articles imported from foreign countries, and mentioned in the 
schedules herein contained, the rates of duty which are, by the 
schedules and paragraphs, respectively prescribed, namely:

Be it enacted by the Senate and Mouse of Representatives of the

That for the ijurpose of equalizing the trade of the 
United States with foreign countries, and their colonies, produc- 
ing and exporting to this countiy the following articles: Argols, .

be c611ected by the United States upon any of the designated 
goods, wares, and merchandise from the foreign country with 
which such treaty has been made shall, during the period pro- 
vided foi', be the duties specified and provided for in such treaty, 
and none other.

sand : Provided, That all rolls of tobacco, or any substitute there- 
for, wrapped with tobacco, shall be classed as cigars, and all rolls 
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of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, wrapped in paper or any 
substance other than tobacco, shall be classed as cigarettes-. 
1897 "And the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall provide dies and adhe- 
sive stamps for cigars weighing not more than three pounds per 
thousand: Provided, That such stamps shall be in denominations

pose of being employed in the foreign trade, including the trade

Sec. 14. That the sixteenth section of an Act entitled ''An Act 
to remove certain burdens on the American merchant marine and 
encourage the American foreign carrying trade, and for otiier 
purposes," approved June twenty-sixth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, be amended so as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 16. That all articles of foreign or domestic production 
needed and actually withdrawn from bonded warehouses and 
bonded manufacturing warehouses for supplies (not including 
equipment) of vessels of the United States engaged in foreign 
. gg„ trade, or in trade between the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the 
United States, maybe so withdrawn from said bonded warehouses, 
free of duty or of internal-revenue tax, as the case may be, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe; 
but no such articles shall be landed at any port of the United 
States." 

Sec. 16. All articles of foreign production needed, and actually-withdrawn 
from bonded warehouses, for supplies not including equiijment of vessels of 
the United States engaged in the foreign trade, including the trade between 
the Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United States, may he so withdrawn 
free of duty, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe. (Act June 26, 1894.) 

Sec. 15. That all articles manufactured in whole or in part of 
imported materials, or of materials subject to internal-revenue 
tax, and intended for exportation witliout being charged with 
duty, and without having an internal-revenue stamp affixed 
thereto, shall, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
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Treasury may prescribe, in order to be so manufactured and 
exported, be made and manufactured in bonded warehouses 
similar to tliose known and designated in Treasury liegiilations 
as bonded warehouses, class six: Provided, That the manufac- 
turer of such articles shall first give satisfactory bonds for the 
faithful observance of all the provisions of law and of such regu- 
lations as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury: 
Provided further, That the manufacture of distilled spirits from 
grain, starch, molasses or sugar, including all dilutions or mix- 
tures of them or either of them, shall not be permitted in such 
manufacturing warehouses. 

Whenever goods manufactured in any bonded warehouse 
established under' the jjrovisions of the preceding paragraph 
shall be exported directly therefrom or shall be duly laden for 
transportation and immediate exportation under the supervision 
of the proper officer who shall bo duly designated for that pur- 
pose, such goods shall be exempt from duty and from the 
requirements relating to revenue stamps. 

Any materials used in the manufacture of such goods, and any 
packages, coverings, vessels, brands, and labels used in putting 
up the same may, under the regulations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be conveyed without the payment of revenue tax or 
duty into any bonded manufacturing warehouse, and imported 
goods may, under the aioresaid regulations, bo transferred with- 
out the exaction of duty from any bonded warehouse into any 
bonded manufacturing warehouse; but this privilege shall not 
be held to apply to imiilements, machinery, or apparatus to be 
used in the construction or repair of any bonded manufacturing 
warehouse or for the prosecution of the business carried on 
1897 therein. 

No articles or materials received into such bonded manufac- 
turing warehouse shall^ be withdrawn or removed therefrom 
except for direct shipment and exportation or for transportation 
and immediate exportation in bond under the supervision of the 
officer duly designated therefor by the collector of the port, who 
shall certify to such shipment and exportation, or ladening for 
transportation, as the case may be, describing the articles by 
their mark or otherwise, the quantity, the date of exportation, 
and the name of the vessel.-^ All labor performed and services 
rendered under these provisions shall be under the supervision 
of a duly designated officer of the customs and at the expense of 
the manufacturer. 

A careful account shall be kept by the collector of all merchan- 
dise delivered by him to any bonded manufacturing warehouse, 
and a sworn monthly return, verified by the customs officers in 
charge, shall be made by the manufacturers containing a detailed 
statement of all imported merchandise used by him in the man- 
ufacture of exported articles. 

Before commencing business the proprietor of any manufac- 
turing warehouse shall file with the Secretary of the Treasury a 
list of all the articles intended to be manufactured in such ware- 
house, and state the formula of manufacture and the names and 
quantities of the ingredients to be used therein. 

Articles manufactured under these provisions may be with- 
drawn under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe for transportation and delivery into any bonded 
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warehouse at an exterior port for the sole purpose of immediate 
export therefiom. 

The provisions of Revised Statutes thirty-four hundred and 
thirty-three shall, so far as may be practicable, apply to any 
bonded manufacturing warehouse established under this Act and 
to the merchandise conveyed therein. 

Seo. 9. That all articles manufactured in whole or in part of 
imported materials, or of materials siibject to internal-revenue 
tax, and intended for exportation Without being charged with 
duty and without having an internal-revenue stamp afflxed 
thereto shall, under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, in ordef to be so manufactured and 
exported be made and manufactured in bonded warehouses simi- 
lar to those known and designated in Treasury Eegulations as 
bonded warehouses, class six: Provided, That the manufacturer 
of such articles shall first give satisfactory bonds for the faithful 
observance of all the provisions of law and of such regulations 
as shall be prescribed by tbe Secretary of the Treasury: Pro- 
■ vided further, That the manufacture of distilled spirits from grain, 
starch, molasses or sugar, including all dilutions or mixtures of 
them or either of them, shall not be permitted in such manufac- 
turing warehouses. 

Whenever goods manufactured in any bonded warehouse estab- 
lished under the provisions of the preceding paragraph shall be 
exported directly therefrom or shall be duly laden for transpor- 
tation and immediate exijortation under the supervision of the 
proper ofikier who shall be duly designated for that purpose, such 
goods shall be exempt from duty and from the requirements 
relating to revenue stam5>s. 

Any materials used in the manufacture of such goods, and any 
packages, coverings, vessels, brands, and labels used in putting 
up the same may, under the regulations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, be conveyed without the jiayment of revenue tax or 
duty into any bonded manufacturing warehouse, and imported 
goods may, under the aforesaid regulations, be transferred with- 
out the exaction of duty from any bonded warehouse into any 
bonded manufacturing warehouse; but this privilege shall not 
be held to apply to implements, machinery, or apparatus to be 
used in the construction or repair of any bonded manufacturing 
warehouse or for the prosecution of the business carried on 
therein. 
1894 No articles or materials received into such bonded manufactur- 
ing warehouse shall be withdrawn or removed therefrom except 
for direct shipment and exportation or for transportation and 
immediate exportation in bond under the supervision of the officer 
duly designated therefor by the collector of the port, who shall 
certify to such shipment and exportation, or ladening for trans- 
portation, as the case may be, describing the articles by their 
mark or otherwise, the quantity, the date of exportation, and the 
name of the vessel. All labor performed and services rendered 
under these provisions shall be under the supervision of a duly 
designated officer of the customs and at the expense of the 
manufacturer. 

A careful account shall be Icept by the collector of all merchan- 
dise delivered by him to any bonded manufacturing warehouse, 
and a sworn monthly return, verified by the customs officers in 
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charge, shall be made by the manufacturers containing a detailed 
statement of all imported merchandise used by him in the manu- 
facture of exported articles. 

Before commencing business the proprietor of any mauufactar- 
ing warehouse shall file with the Secretary of the Treasury a list 
of all the articles intended to be manufactured in such warehouse 
and state the formula of manufacture and the names arid quanti- 
ties of the ingredients to be used therein. 

Articles manufactured under these provisions may be with- 
drawu under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe for transportation and delivery into any bonded 
warehouse at an exterior port for the sole purpose of immediate 
export therefrom. 

The provisions of Revised Statutes thirty-four hundred and 
thirty-three shall, so far as may be practicable, apply to any 
bonded manufacturing warehouse established under this Act and 
to the merchandise conveyed therein. 

Sec. 10. That all medicines, preparations, compositions, per- 
fumery, cosmetics, cordials, and other liquors manufactured 
wholly or in part of domestic spirits, intended for exportation, 
as provided by law, in order to be manufactured and sold or 
removed, without being charged with duty and without having 
a stamp affixed thereto, shall, under such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may prescribe, be made and manufactured 
in warehouses similarly constructed to those known and desig- 
nated in Treasury regulations as bonded warehouses, class 2: 
Provided, That such jnauufacturer shall first give satisfactory 
bonds to the collector of internal revenue for the faithful observ- 
ance of all the provisions of law and the regulations as afore- 
said, in amount not less than half of that required by the 
regulations of the Secretary of the Treasury from persons allowed 
bonded warehouses. Such goods, when manufactured in such 
warehouses, may be removed for exportation under the direction 
of the proper officer having charge thereof, who shall be desig- 
nated by the Secretary of the Treasury without being charged 
with duty, and without having a stamp affixed thereto. Any 
manufacturer of the articles aforesaid, or any of them, having 
such bonded warehouse as aforesaid, shall be at liberty, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
to convey therein any materials to be used in such manufacture 
which are allowed by the provisions of law to be exported free 
from tax or duty, as well as the necessary materials, implements, 
packages, vessels, brands, and labels for the preparation, putting 
up, and export of the said manufactured articles; and every 
1890 article so used shall be exempt from the payment of stamp and 
excise duty by such manufacturer. Articles and materials so to 
be used may be transferred from any bonded warehouse in which 
the same may be, under such regulation as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, into any bonded warehouse in which 
such manufacture may be condnctesl, and may be used in such 
manufacture, and when so used shall be exempt from stamp and 
excise duty; and the receipt of the officer in charge as aforesaid 
shall be received as a voucher for the manufacture of such arti- 
cles. Any materials imported into the United States may, under 
such rules as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, and 
under the direction of the proper officer, be removed In original

packages from on sbipboard, or from the bonded warehouse in 
which the same may be, into the bonded warehouse in which such 
manufacture may be carried on, for the purpose of being used in 
such manufacture, without pay.meut of duties thereon, and may 
there be used in sucb manufacture.

Sec. 20. That whenever any vessel laden with merchandise in 
whole or in part subject to duty has been sunk in any river, har- 
bor, bay, or waters subject to the jurisdiction of the United States, 
and within its limits, for the period of two years, and is aban- 

1894 doned by the owner thereof, any person who may raise such ves- 
sel shall be permitted to bring any merchandise recovered there- 
from into the port nearest to the place where such vessel was so 
raised free from the payment of any duty thereupon, but under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 
Sec. 23. That whenever any vessel laden with merchandise in 
whole or in part subject to duty has been sunk in any river, har-

Provided, That such manufacturers shall first give satisfactory 
bonds to the Secretary of the Treasury. Ores or metals in any 
crude form requiring smelting or refining to make them readily 
available in the arts, imported^ into the United States to be 
smelted or refined and intended to be exported in a refined but 
unmanufactured state, shall, under such rules as the Secretary 
of the Treasury may prescribe, and under the direction of the 
proper officer, be removed in original packages or in bulk from 
the vessel or other vehicle on which they have been imported, or 
from the bonded warehouse in which the same may be, into the 
bonded warehouse in which such smelting or refining, or both, 
may be carried on, for the purpose of bieing smelted or refined,

That the works of manufacturers engaged in smelting 
or refining metals, or both smelting and refining, in the United 
States may be designated as bonded warehouses under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe : Provided, 
That such manufacturers shall first give satisfactory bonds to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. Ores or metals in any crude form 
requiring smelting or refining to make them readily available in 
the arts, imported into the United States to be smelted or refined 
and intended to be exported in a refined but unmanufactured 
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state, shall, under such rules as the Secretary of the Treasury- 
may prescribe, and under the direction of the proper officer, be 
removed in original packages or in bulk from the vessel or other 
vehicle on which they have been imported, or from the bonded 
warehouse in which the same maybe, into the bonded warehouse 
in which such smelting or refining, or both, may be carried on, 
for the purpose of being smelted or refined, or both, without pay- 
ment of duties thereon, and may there be smelted or refined,

Sec. 30. That where imported materials on which duties have 
been paid are used in the manufacture of articles manufactured 
or produced in the United States, there shall be allowed on the 
exportation of such articles a drawback equal in amount to the 
duties paid on the materials used, less one per centum of such 
duties : Provided, That when tie articles exported are made in 
part from domestic materials the imported materials, or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials, shall so appear in the 
completed articles that the quantity or measure thereof may be 
ascertained : And provided further, That the drawback on any 
article allowed under existing law shall be continued at the rate 
jgg- herein provided. That the imported materials used in the manu- 
facture or production of articles entitled to drawback of customs 
duties when exported shall, in all cases where drawback of duties 
paid on such materials is claimed, be identified, the quantity of 
such materials used and the amount of duties paid thereon shall 
be ascertained, the facts of the manufacture or production of 
such articles in the United States and their exportation there- 
from shall be determined, and the drawback due thereon shall be 
paid to the manufacturer, producer, or exporter, to the agent of 
either or to the person to whom such manufacturer, producer, 
exporter, or agent shall in writing order such drawback paid, 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
prescribe. 

Sec. 22. That where imported materials on which duties have 
been paid are used in tlie manufacture of articles manufactured 
or produced in the United States, there shall be allowed on the 
exportation of such articles a drawback equal in amount to the 
duties paid on the materials used, less one per centum of such 
duties : Provided, That when the articles exported are made in 
part from domestic materials the imported materials, or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials, shall so appear in the 
completed articles that the quantity or measure thereof may be 
ascertained: And provided further. That the drawback on any 
article allowed under existing law shall be continued at the rate 
1894 herein provided. That the imported materials used in the manu- 
facture or production of articles entitled to drawback of customs 
duties when exported shall, in all cases where drawback of duties 
paid on such materials is claimed, be identified, the quantity of 
such materials used and the amount of duties paid thereon shall 
be ascertained, the facts of the manufacture or production of such 
articles in the iJnited States and their exportation therefrom shall 
be determined, and the drawback due thereon shall be paid to the 
manufacturer, producer, or exporter, to the agent of either or to 
the person to whom such manufacturer, producer, exporter, or 
agent shall in writing order such drawback paid, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 

Seo. 25. That where imported materials on which duties have 
been paid are used in the manufacture of articles manufactured or

Sec. 31. That all goods, wares, articles, and merchandise manu- 
factured wholly or in part in any foreign country by convict labor 
shall not be entitled to entry at any of the ports of the United 

1897 States, and the importation thereof is hereby prohibited, and the 
Secreta^^f the Treasury is authorized and directed to prescribe 
such regulations as may be necessary for the enforcement of this 
provision. 

Sec. 24. That all goods, wares, articles, and merchandise manu- 
factured wholly or in part in any foreign country by convict labor 

. jjQ« shall not be entitled to entry at any of the ports of the United 
States, and the importation thereof is hereby prohibited, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to prescribe such regula- 
tions as may be necessary for the enforcement of this provision. 
Sec. 51. That all goods, wares, articles, and merchandise manu- 
factured wholly or in part in any foreign country by convict labor, 
shall not be entitled to entry at any of the ports of the United 
States, and the importation thereof is hereby prohibited, and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is fftithorized to prescribe such regula- 
tions as may be necessary for the enforcement of this provision. 

Sec. 32. That sections seven and eleven of the Act entitled 
"An Act to simplify the laws in relation to the collection of the 
revenues," approved June tenth, eighteen hundred and ninety, 
be, and the same are hereby, amended so as to read as follows : 

Sec. 7. That the owner, consignee, or agent of any imported 
merchandise which has been actually purchased may, at the time 
when he shall make and verify his written entry of such mer- 
chandise, but not afterwards, make such addition in the entry 
to the cost or value given in the invoice or pro forma invoice or 
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statement in form of an invoice, which he shall produce with his 
entry, as in his opinion may raise the same to the actual market 
value or wholesale price of such merchandise at the time of 
exportation to the United States, in the principal markets of the 
country from which the same has been imported; but no such 
addition shall be made upon entry to the invoice value of any 
imported merchandise obtained otherwise than by actual pur- 
chase; and the collector within whose district any merchandise 
may be imported or entered, whether the same has been actually 
purchased or procured otherwise than by purchase, shall cause 
the actual market value or wholesale price of such merchandise 
to be appraised; and if the anpraised value of any article of 
imported merchandise subject t^n ad valorem duty or to a duty 
based upon or regulated in any manner by the value thereof 
shall exceed the value declared in the entry, there shall be levied, 
collected, and paid, in addition to the duties imposed by law on 
such merchandise, an additional duty of one per centum of the 
total appraised value thereof for each one per centum that such 
appraised value exceeds the value declared in the entry, but the 
additional duties shall only apply to the particular article or 
articles in each invoice that are so undervalued, and shall be 
limited to fifty per centum of the appraised value of such article 
or articles. Such additional duties shall not be construed to be 
penal, and shall not be remitted, nor payment thereof in anyway 
avoided, except in cases arising from a manifest clerical error, nor 
shall they be refunded in case of exportation of the merchan- 
dise, or on any -other account, nor shall they be subject to the 
benefit of drawback : Provided, That if the appraised value of 
any merchandise shall exceed the value declared in the entry by 
more than fifty per centum, except when arisiug from a manifest 
clerical error, such entry shall be held to be presumptively fraud- 
1897 ulent, and the collector of customs shall seize sjlfeh merchandise 
and proceed as in case of forfeiture for violation of the customs 
laws, and in any legal proceeding that may result from such 
seizure, the undervaluation as shown by the appraisal shall be 
presumptive evidence of fraud, and the burden of proof shall 
be on the claimant to rebut the same and forfeiture shall be 
adjudged unless he shall rebut such presumption of fraudulent 
intent by sufficient evidence. The forfeiture provided for in this 
section shall apply to the whole of the merchandise or the value 
thereof in the case or package coTitainiug the particular article 
or articles in each invoice which are undervalued: Provided, 
further, That all additional duties, penalties or forfeitures appli- 
cable to merchandise entered by a duly certified invoice, shall 
be alike applicable to merchandise entered by a pro forma Invoice 
or statement in the form of an invoice, and no forfeiture or dis- 
ability of any kind, incurred under the provisions of this section 
shall be remitted or mitigated by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The duty shall not, however, be assessed in any case upon an 
amount less than the invoice or entered value. 

Seo. 11. That, when the actual market value as defined by 
law, of any article of imported merchandise, wholly or partly 
manufactured and subject to an ad valorem duty, or to a duty 
based in whole or in part pn value, can not be otherwise ascer- 
tained to the satisfaction of the appraising offlcer, such officer 
shall use all available means in his power to ascertain the cost of 
production of such merchandise at the time of exportation to the 
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United States, and at the place of manufacture; such cost of pro- 
duction to include the cost of materials and of fabrication, all 
general expenses covering each and every outlay of whatsoever 
nature incident to such production, together with the expense of 
1897 P''®P^''™S ^°<i putting up such merchandise ready for shipment, 
and an addition of not less than eight nor more than fifty per 
centum upon the total cost as thus ascertained; and in no case 
shall such merchandise be appraised upon original appraisal or 
reappraisement at less than the total cost of production as thus 
ascertained. It shall be lawful for appraising oflleers, in deter- 
mining the dutiable value of such merchandise, to take into 
consideration the wholesale price at which such or similar mer- 
chandise is sold or offered for sale in the United States, due 
allowance being made for estimated duties thereon, the cost of 
transportation, insurance, and other necessary expenses from the 
place of shipment to the United States, and a reasonable commis- 
sion, if any has been paid, not exceeding six per centum.

Sec. 7. That the owner, consignee, or agent of any imported merchandise which 
has been actually purchased, may, at the time when he shall make and verify his 
written entry of such merchandise, hut not afterwards, make such addition in the 
entry to the cost or value given in the invoice, or pro forma invoice, or statement in 
form of an invoice, which he shall produce with his entry, as in his opinion may 
raise the same to the actual market value or wholesale price of such merchandise at 
the time of exportation to the United States, in the principal markets of the country

imported merchandise shall exceed by more than ten per centum the value declared 
in the entry, there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in addition to the duties 
imposed by law on such merchandise, a further sum equal to two per centum of the 
total appraised value for each one per centum that such appraised value exceeds the 
value declared in the entry; and the additional duties shall only apply to the partic- 
ular .irticleor articles in each invoice which are under valued ; and if such appraised 
value shall exceed the value declared in the entry more than forty per centum, such 
entry may be held to be presumptively fraudulent, and the collector of customs may 
seize sucjti merchandise and proceed as in cases of forfeiture for violations of the 
customs laws; and in any legal proceedings which may result from such seizure the 
fact of such undervaluation shall be presumptive evidence of fraud, and the burden 
of proof shall be on the claimant to rebiit the same, and forfeiture shall be adjudged 
unless he shall rebut said presumption of fraudulent intent by sufficient evidence: 
Provided, That the forfeitures provided for in this section shall appljr to the whole 
of the merchandise or the value thereof in the case or package containing the par- 
ticular article or articles in each invoice which are undervalued : And provided further , 
That all additional duties, penalties, or forfeitures, applicable to merchandise 
entered by a duly certified invoice shall be alike applicable to goods entered by a 
pro forma invoice or statement in form of an invoice. The duty shall not, however, 
be assessed upon an amount less than the invoice or entered value. * » » 

Sec. 11. That when the actual market value, as herein defined, of any article of 
imported merchandise wholly or partially manufactured and subject to ad valorem 
duty, or to duty based in whole or in part on value, can not be ascertained to the 
satisfaction of the appraising oflScer, the appraiser or appraisers shall use all avail- 
able means to ascertain the cost of production of such merchandise at the time of 
exportation to the United States, and at tlie place of manufacture; such cost of pro- 
duction to include cost of materials and of fabrication, all general expenses covering 
each and every outlay of whatsoever nature incident to such production, together 
with the expense of preparing and putting up such merchandise ready for shipment, 
and an addition of eight per cent upon the total cost as thus ascertained; and in no 
such case shall such merchandise be appraised upon original appraisal or reappraise- 
ment at less than the total cost of production as thus ascertained. * * » (Act of 
June 10,1890.) 

Sec. 33. That on and after the day when this Act shall go into 
effect all goods, wares, and merchandise previously imported, 
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for which no ^ntry has been made, and all goods, wares, and 
merchandise previously entered without payment of duty ana 
under bond for warehousing, transportation, or any other pur- 
, -,Q- pose, for which no permit of delivery to the importer or ms 
^''*' ' agent has been issued, shall be subjected to the duties imposed Dy 
this Act and to no other duty, upon the entry or the withdrawal 
thereof: Provided, That when duties are based upon the weight 
of merchandise deposited in any public or private bonded ware- 
house, said duties shall be levied and collected upon the weight 
of such merchandise at the time of its entry. 
[Note. — ^New matter.] 

Sec. 34. That sections one to twenty-four, both inclusive, of an 
Act entitled "An Act to reduce taxation, to provide revenue for 
the Government, and for other purposes," which became a law on 
the twenty eighth day of August, eighteen hundred and ninety, 
four, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed, said repeal to take effect 
on and after the passage of this Act, but the xepeal of existing 
laws or modifications thereof embraced in this Act shall not affect 
any act done, or any right accruing or accrued, or any suit or pro- 
ceeding had or commenced in any civil cause before the said 
repeal or modifications; but all rights and liabilities under said 
law shall continue and may be enforced in the same manner as 
if said repeal or modifications had not been made. Any offenses 
committed and all penalties or forfeitures or liabilities incurred 
prior to the passage of this Act under any statute embraced in 
or changed, modified, or repealed by this Act may be prosecuted 
or punished in the same manner and with the same effect as if 
this Act had not been passed. All Acts of limitation, whether 
applicable to civil causes and proceedings or to the prosecution 
1897 of offenses or for the recovery of penalties or forfeitures embraced 
in or modified, changed, or repealed by this Act shall not be 
affected thereby; and all suits, proceedings, or prosecutions, 
whether civil or criminal, for causes arising or acts done or com- 
mitted prior to the passage of this Act may be commenced and 
prosecuted within the sapie time and with the same effect as if this 
Act had not been passed : And provided further, That nothing in 
this Act shall be construed to repeal the provisions of section three 
thousand and fifty-eight of the Eevised Statutes as amended by 
the Act approved February twenty-third, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-seven, in respect to the abandonment of merchandise to 
underwriters or the salvors of property, and the ascertainment 
of duties thereon : And provided further, That nothing in this 
Act shall be construed to repeal or in any manner affect the sec- 
tions numbered seventy -three, seventy-four, seventy-five, seventy- 
six, and seventy-seven of an Act entitled "An Act to reduce 
taxation, to provide revenue for the Government, and for other 
purposes," wliich became a law on the twenty-eighth day of 
August, eighteen hundred aud ninety-four. 

NOTE. — The above section (34) completes the Tariff Act of 1897. The sections 
which follow aie contained in the acts of 1890 and 1894, some of them, however 
heing included in the above section 34. ' 

Sec. 72. All Acts aud parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed, but the repeal of existing 
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Jaws or modifications thereof embraced in this Act shall not 
affect any act done, or any right accruing or accrued, or any suit 
or proceeding had or commenced in any civil cause before the 
said repeal or modifications; but a,ll rights and liabilities under 
said laws shall continue and may be enforced iu the same manner 
as if said repeal or modifications had not been made. Any 
offenses committed and all penalties or forfeitures or liabilities 
incurred prior to the passage of this Act under any statute 
embraced in or changed, modified, or repealed by this Act may 
be prosecuted or punished in the same manner and with the same 
effect as if this Act had not been passed. All Acts of limitation, 
1894 whether applicable to civil causes and proceedings or to the 
prosecution of offenses or for the recovery of penalties or forfeit- 
ures embraced in or modified, changed, or repealed by this Act 
shall not be affected thereby; and all suits, proceedings, or pros- 
ecutions, whether civil or criminal, for causes arising or acts done 
or committed prior to the passage of this Act, may be com- 
menced and prosecuted within the same time and with the same 
effect as if this Act had not been passed: And provided further, 
That nothing in this Act shall be construed to repeal the provi- 
sions of section three thousand and fifty- eight of the Revised 
Statutes as amended by the Act approved February twenty- 
third, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, in respect to the aban- 
donment of merchandise to underwriters or the salvors of prop- 
erty, and the ascertainment of duties thereon. 

Sec. 55. That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed: Provided, however, That the repeal of 
existing laws, or modifications thereof, embraced in this act shall 
not effect any act done or any right accruing or accrued, or any 
suit or proceeding had or commenced in any civil cause before 
the said repeal or modifications, but all rights and liabilities 
under said laws shall continue and may be enforced in the same 
manner as if said repeal or modification had not been made. 

Any offenses committed, and all penalties or forfeitures or 
liabilities incurred under any statute embraced in, or changed, 
1890 modified, or repealed by this act may be prosecuted and punished, 
in the same manner and with the same effect as if this act had 
not been passed. All acts of limitation, whether applicable to 
civil causes and proceedings or to the prosecution of offenses, or 
for the recovery of penalties or forfeitures, embraced in, or modi- 
fied, changed, or repealed by this act, shall not be affected thereby, 
and all suits, proceedings, or prosecutions, whether civil or crim- 
inal, for causes arising or acts done or committed prior to the 
passage of this act may be commenced and prosecuted within 
the same time and with the same effect as if this act had not 
been passed. 

Note.— Sections 73 to 77, inclusive, of the Tariff Act of 1894 
^^^' continued in force by section 34 of the law of 1897, are as follows : 

Sec. 73. That every combination, conspiracy, trust, agree- 
ment, or contract is hereby declared to be contrary to public 
policy, illegal, and void, when the same is made by or between 
two or more persons or corporations either of whom is engaged 
t in importing any article from any foreign country into the United 
States, and when such combination, conspiracy, trust, agree- 
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ment, or contract is intended to operate m restraint of la'wful 
trade, or free competition in lawful trade or cominerce, or to 
increase the market price in any part of the United States of 
any article or articles imported or intended to be imported 

1894 into the United States, or of any manufacture into which such 
imported article enters or is intended to enter. Every person 
who is or shall hereafter be engaged in the importation of goods 
or any commodity from any foreigu country in violation of this 
section of this Act, or who shall combine or conspire with 
another to violate the same, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, ou 
conviction thereof in any court of the United States, such person 
shall be fined in a sum not less th^u one hundred dollars and not 
exceeding live thousand dollars, and shall be further punished 
by imprisonment, iu the discretion of the court, for a term not 
less than three months nor exceeding twelve months. 

Sec. 74. That the several circuit courts of the United States 
are hereby invested with jurisdiction to prevent and restrain 
violations of section seventy- three of this Act ; and it shall be the 
duty of the several district attorneys of the United States, in 
their respective districts, under the direction of the Attorney- 
General, to institute proceedings in equity to prevent and restrain 

1894 ^^^^ violations. Such proceedings may be by way of petitions 
setting forth the case and praying that such violations shall be 
enjoined or otherwise prohibited. When the parties complained 
of shall have been duly notified of such petition the court shall 
. proceed, as soon as may be, to the hearing and determination of 
the case; and pending such petition and before final decree, the 
court may at any time make such temporary restraining order 
or prohibition as shall be deemed just in the premises. 

Sec. 75. That whenever it shaJl appear to the court before 
which any proceeding under the seventy-fourth section of this 
Act may be pending, that the ends of justice require that other 

1894 parties should be brought before the court, the court may cause 
them to be summoned, whether they reside in the district in 
which the court is held or not; and subpoenas to that end may 
be served in any district by the marshal thereof. 

Sec. 76. That any property owned under any contract or by 
any combination, or pursuant to any conspiracy (and being the 
subject thereof) mentioned in section seventy-three of this Act, 
and being in the course of transportation from one State to 

1894 another, or to or from a Territory, or the District of Columbia, 
shall be forfeited to the United States, and may be seized and 
condemned by like proceedings as those provided by law for the 
forfeiture, seizure, and condemnation of property imported into 
the United States contrary to law. 

Sec. 77. That any person who shall be injured in his business 
or property by any other person or corporation by reason of 
anything forbidden or declared to be unlawful by this Act may 

1894 ^"^^ therefor in any circuit cdurt of the United States in the dis- 
trict In which the defendant resides or is found, without respect 
to the amount in controversy, and shall recover threefold the 
damages by him sustained, and the costs of suit, including a 
reasonable attorney's fee. 

The following are sections of the laws of 1894 and 1890, the 
subject matters of which are not embodied in the law of 1897: 
Sec. 23. That the collector or chief officer of the customs at 
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any port of entry or delivery shall issue a license to any repu- 
table and competent person desiring to transact business as a 
custom-house broker. Such license shall be granted for a period 
of one year, and maybe revoked for cause at any time by the Sec- 
1894 retary of the Treasury. Prom and after the first day of August, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-four, no.person shall transact busi- 
ness as a custom-house broker without a license granted in accord- 
ance with this provision; but this Act shall not be so construed 
as to prohibit auy importer from transacting business at a custom- 
house pertaining to his own importationsj 

[^OTE. — The foregoing section is repealed by section 34 of the act of 
1897.] 

Sec. 25. That the value of foreign coin as expressed in the 
money of account of the United States shall be that of the pure 
metal of such coin of standard value; and the values of the 
standard coins in circulation of the various nations of the world 
shall be estimated quarterly by the Director of the Mint, and be 
proclaimed by the Secretary of the Treasury immediately after 
the passage of this Act and thereafter quarterly on the first day 
of January, April, July, and October in each year. And the 
values so proclaimed shall 'be followed in estimating the value of 
1894 ^^^ foreign merchandise exported to the United States during the 
quarter for which the value is proclaimed, and the date of the 
consular certification of any invoice shall, for the purposes of 
this section, be considered the date of exportation: Provided, 
That the Secretary of the Treasury may order the reliquidation 
of atiy entry at a different value, whenever satisfactory evidence 
shall be produced to him showing that the value in United States 
currency of the foreign money specified in the invoice was, at the 
date of certiftcation, at least ten per centum more or less than 
the value proclaimed during the quarter in which the consular 
certification occurred. 

[Note. — This section remains in force, not being affected by the repeal- 
ing clauses of the tariff law of 1897.] 

Sec. 52. That the value. -of foreign coin as expressed in the 
money of account of the United States shall be that of the pure 
metal of such coin of standard value; and the values of the 
standard coins in circulation of the various nations of the world 
shall be estimated quarterly by the Director of the Mint, and be 
proclaimed by the Secretary of the Treasury immediately after 
the passage of this act and thereafter quarterly on the first day 
of January, April, July and October in each year. 

Sec. 26. That section twenty-eight hundred and four of the 
Eevised Statutes be amended so as to read : 

"Sec. 2804. 'So cigars shall be imported unless the same are 
packed in boxes of not more than five hundred cigars in each 
box; and- no entry of any imported cigars shall be allowed of 
less quantity than three thousand in a single package; and all 
1 «fl4 cigars on importation shall be placed in public store or bonded 
warehouse, and shall not be removed therefrom until the same 
shall have been inspected and a stamp affixed to each box indi- 
cating such inspection, and also a serial number to be recorded 
in the custom-house. And the Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to provide the requisite stamps, and to make 
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all necessary regulations for carrying the above provisions of 
.law into elect." 

INCOME TAX. 

The income taz proTisions embraced in the following sections (37 to 37, indusire) 
of the tariff act of 1894 w^re declared nnconatitntional by the Supreme Court of the 
United States (see decision, Supreme Court Beports, Vol, 1S7; pp. 429-654, and 
Vol. 188, p. 601): 

Sec. 27. That from and after the first day of January, eight, 
een hundred and ninety-five, and until the first day of January, 
nineteen hundred, there shall be assessed, levied, collected, and 
paid annually upon the gains, profits, and income received in 
the preceding calendar year by every citizen of the United 
States, whether residing at home or abroad, and every person 
residing therein, whether said gains, profits, or income be 
derived from any kind of property, rents, interest, dividends, or 
salaries, or from any profession, trade, employment, or vocation 
1894 ^^J'l'i®*! on in the CTnited States or elsewhere, or from any other 
source whatever, a tax of two per centum on the amount so 
derived over and above four thousand dollars, and a like tax 
shall be levied, collected, and paid annually upon the gains, prof- 
its, and income from all property owned and of every business, 
trade, or profession carried on in the United States by persons 
residing without the United States. And the tax herein provided 
for shall be assessed, by the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue 
and collected, and paid upon the gains, profits, and income for the 
year ending the thirty-first day of December next preceding the 
time for levying, collecting, and paying said tax. 

Sec. 28. That in estimating the gains, profits, and income of 
any person there shall be included all income derived from interest 
upon notes, bonds, and other securities, except such bonds of the 
United States the jirincipal and interest of which are by the law 
of their issuance exempt from all Federal taxation; profits real- 
ized within the year from the sales of real estate purchased within 
two years previous to the close of the year for which income is 
estimated; interest received or accrued upon all notes, bonds, 
mortgages, or other forms of indebtedness bearing interest, 
whether paid or not, if good and collectible, less the interest 
which has become due from said person or which has been paid 
by him during the year; the amount of all premium on bonds, 
notes, or coupons ; the amount of sales of live stock, sugar, cotton, 
wool, butter, cheese, pork, beef, mutton, or other meats, hay, and 
grain, or other vegetable or other productions, being the growth 
or produce of the estate of such person, less the amount expended 
in the purchase or production of said stock or produce, and not 
including any part thereof consumed directly by the family; 
money and the value of all personal property acquired by gift or 
inheritance; all other gains, profits, and income derived from any 
source whatever except that portion of the salary, compensation, 
or pay received for services in the civil, military, naval, or other 
service of the United States, including Senators, Eepresentatives, 
and Delegates in Congress, from which the tax has been deducted, 
and except that portion of any salary upon which the emijloyer 
is required by law to withhold, and does withhold the tax and 
pays the same to the of&cer authorized to receive it. In computing 
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incomes the necessary expenses actually incurred in carrying on 
any business, occupation, or profession shall be deducted and also 
all interest due or paid within the year by such person on existing 
indebtedness. And all national. State, county, school, and munic- 
ipal taxes, not including those assessed against local benefits, 
paid within the year shall be deducted, from the gains, profits, or 
income of the person who has actually paid the same, whether 
1894 such person be owner, tenant, or mortgagor; also losses actually 
sustained during the year, incurred in trade or arising from fires, 
storms, or shipwreck, and not compensated for by insurance or 
otherwise, and debts ascertained to be worthless, but excluding 
all estimated depreciation of values and losses within the year on 
sales of real estate purchased within two years previous to the 
year for which income is estimated : Provided, That no deduction 
shall be made for any amount paid out for new buildings, perma- 
nent improvements, or betterments, made to increase the value 
of any property or estate : Provided further, That only one deduc- 
tion of four thousand dollars shall be made from the aggregate 
income of all the members of any family, composed of one or both 
parents, and one or more minor children, or husband and wife; 
that gnardians shall be allowed to make a deduction in favor of 
each and every ward, except that in case where two or more wards 
are comprised in one family, and have joint property interests, 
the aggregate deduction in their favor shall not exceed four 
thousand dollars: And provided further, That in cases where the 
salary or other compensation paid to any person in the employ- 
ment or service of the United States shall not exceed the rate of 
four thousand dollars per annum, or shall be by fees, or uncertain 
or irregular in the amount or in the time during which the same 
shall have accrued or been earned, such salary or other compen- 
sation shall be included in estimating the annual gains, profits, 
or income of the person to whom the same shall have been paid, 
and shall include that portion of any income or salary upon which 
a tax has not been paid by the employer, where the employer is 
required by law to pay on the excess over four thousand dollars : 
Provided also. That in computing the income of any person, corpo- 
ration, company, or association there shall not be included the 
amount received from any corporation, company, or association 
as dividends upon the stock of such corporation, company, or 
associatioli if the tax of two per centum has been paid upon its 
net profits by said corporation, company, or association as required 
by this Act. 

Sec. 29. That it shall be the duty of all persons of lawful age 
having an income of more than three thousand five hundred dol- 
lars for the taxable year, computed on the basis herein prescribed, 
to make and render a list or return, on or before the day provided 
by law, in such form and manner as may be directed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Bevenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to the collector or a deputy collector 
of the district in which they reside, of the amount of their income, 
gains, and profits, as aforesaid; and all guardians and trustees, 
executors, administrators, agents, receivers, and all persons or 
corporations acting in any fiduciary capacity, shall make and 
render a list or return, as aforesaid, to the collector or a deputy 
collector of the district in which such person or corporation act- 
ing in a fiduciary capacity resides or does business, of the amount 
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of income, gains, and profits of any minor or person for whom 
they act, but persons having less than three thousand five 
hundred dollars income are not required to make such report; 
and the collector or "deputy collector, shall require every list or 
return to be verified by the oath or affirmation of the party 
rendering it, and may increase the amount of any list or return 
if he has reason to believe that the same is understated; and in 
case any such person having a taxable income shall neglect or 
refuse to make and render such list and return, or shall render a 
willfully false or fraudulent list or return, it shall be the duty of 
the collector oi; deputy collector, to make such list, according to 
the best information he can ob^in, by the examination of such 
person, or any other evidence, and to add fifty per centum as a 
penalty to the amount of the tax due on such list in all cases of 
willful neglect or refusal to make and render a list or return; 
and in all cases of a willfully false or fraudulent list or return 
having been rendered to add one hundred per centum as a pen- 
alty to the amount of tax ascertained to be due, the tax and the 
additions thereto as a penalty to be assessed and collected in 
,004 tli6 manner provided for in other cases of willful neglect or refusal 
to render a list or return, or of rendering a false or fraudulent 
return : Provided, That any person, or corporation in his, her, or 
its own behalf, or as such fiduciary, shall be permitted to declare, 
under oath or affirmation, the form and manner of which shall 
be prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal Kevenue, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, that he, she, or 
his or her, or its ward or beneficiary, was not possessed of an 
income of four thousand dollars, liable to be assessed according 
to the provisions of this Act; or may declare that he, she, or it, 
or his, her, or its ward or beneficiary has been assessed and has 
paid an income tas elsewhere in the same year, under authority 
of the United States, upon ail his, her, or its income, gains, or 
profits, and upon all the income, gains, or profits for which he, 
she, or it is liable as such fiduciary, as prescribed by law; and 
if the collector or deputy collector shall be satisfied of the truth 
of the declaration, such person or corporation shall thereupon 
be exempt from income tax in the said district for that year ; or 
if the list or return of any person or corporation, company, or 
association shall have been increased by the collector or deputy 
collector, such person or corporation, company, or association 
may be permitted to prove the amount of income liable to be 
assessed; but such proof shall not be considered as conclusive 
of the facts, and no deductions claimed in such cases shall be 
made or allowed until approved by the collector or deputy col- 
lector. Any person or company, corporation, or association feel- 
ing aggrieved by the decision of the deputy collector, in such 
cases may appeal to the collector of the district, and his decision 
thereon, unless reversed by the Commissioner of Internal Eev- 
enue, shall be final. If dissatisfied with the decision of the col- 
lector such person or corporation, company, or association may 
submit the case, with all the papers, to the Commissioner of 
Internal Eevenue for his decision, and may furnish the testi- 
mony of witnesses to prove any relevant facts having served 
notice to that effect upon the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
as herein prescribed. 
Such notice shall state the time and place at which, and the 
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officer before whom, the testimony will be taken; the name, age, 
residence, and business of the proposed witness, with the ques- 
tions to be propounded to the witness, or a brief statement of the 
substance of the testimony he is expected to give : Provided, That 
the Government may at the same time and place take testimony 
upou like notice to rebut the testimony of the witnesses examined 
by the person taxed. 

The notice shall be delivered or mailed to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue a sufficient number of days previous to the day 
fixed fipr taking the testimony, to allow him, after its receipt, at 
least five days, exclusive of the period required for mail commu- 
nication with the place at which the testimony is to be taken, in 
which to give, should he so desire, instructions as to the cross- 
examination of the proposed witness. 

Whenever practicable, the affidavit or deposition shall be taken 
before a collector or deputy collector of internal revenue, in which 
case reasonable notice shall be given to the collector or deputy 
collector of the. time fixed for taking the deposition or affidavit: 

Frovided further, That no penalty shall be assessed upon any 
person or corporation, company, or association for such neglect 
or refusal or for making or rendering a willfully false or fraudu- 
lent return, except after reasonable notice of the time and place 
of hearing, to be prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue so as to give the person charged an opportunity to be 
heard. 

Sec. 30. The taxes on incomes herein imposed shall be due 
and xiayable on or before the first day of July in each year; and 
to any sum or sums annually due and unpaid after the first day 
of July as aforesaid, and for teu days after notice and demand 
1894 thereof by the collector, there shall be levied, in addition thereto, 
the sum of five per centum on the amount of taxes unpaid, and 
interest at the rate of one per centum per month upon said tax 
from the time the same becomes due, as a penalty, except from 
the estates of deceasd, insane, or insolvent persons. 

Sbo. 31. Any nonresident may receive the benefit of the exemp- 
tions hereinbefore provided for by filing with the deputy collector 
of any district a true list of all his property and sources of income 
in the United States and complying with the provisions of sec- 
tion twenty-nine of this Act as if a resident. In computing 
income he shall include all income from every source, but miless 
he be a citizen of the United States he shall only pay on that 
part of the income which is derived from any source in the United 
1894 States. In case such nonresident fails to file such statement, the 
collector of each district shall collect the tax on the income de- 
rived from property situated in his district, subject to income 
tax, making no allowance for exemptions, and all property be- 
longing to such nonresident shall be liable to distraint for tax: 
Provided, That nonresident corporations shall be subject to the 
same laws as to tax as resident corporations, and the collection 
of the tax shall be made in the same manner as provided for col- 
lections of taxes against nonresident persons. 

Sec. 32. That there shall be assessed, levied, and collected, 
except as herein otherwise provided, a tax of two per centum 
annually on the net profits or income above actual operating and 
business expenses, including expenses for materials purchased 
for manufacture or bought for resal^, losses, and interest on

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bonded and other indebtedeness of all banks, banking institu- 
tions, trust companies, saving institutions, fire, marine, life, aud 
other insurance companies, railroad, canal, turnpike, canal navi- 
gation, slack watery telephone, telegraph, express, electric light, 
gas, water, street railway companies, and all other corporations, 
companies, or associations doing business for profit in the United 
States, no matter how created and organized, but not including 
partnerships. 

That said tax shall be paid on or before the first day of July in 
each year; and if the president or other chief officer of any cor- 
poration, company, or association, or in the case of any foreign 
corj)oration, company, or association, the resident manager or 
agent shall neglect or refuse to file with the collector of the 
internal-revenue district in which said corporation, company, or 
association shall be located or be engaged in business, a state- 
ment verified by his oath or affirmation, in such form as shall be 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, showing the amount 
of net profits or income received by said corporation, company, 
or association during the whole calendar year last preceding the 
date of filing said statement as hereinafter required, the corpora- 
tion, company, or association making default shall forfeit as a 
penalty the snm of one thousand dollars and two per centum on 
the amount of taxes due, for each month until the same is paid, 
the payment of said penalty to be enforced as provided in other 
cases of neglect and refusal to make return of tax;es under the 
internal-revenue laws. 

The net profits or income of all corporations, companies, or 
associations shall include the amounts paid to shareholders, or 
1894 ''^'■'^i®'^ to the account of any fund, or used for construction, 
enlargement of plant, or any other expenditure or investment 
paid from the net annual profits made or acquired by said cor- 
porations, companies, or associations. 

That nothing herein contained shall apply to States, coun- 
ties, or municipalities ; nor to corporations, companies, or asso- 
ciations organized and conducted solely for charitable, religious, 
or educational purposes, including fraternal beneficiary societies, 
orders, or associations operating upon the lodge system and pro- 
viding for the payment of life, sick, accident, and other benefits 
to the members of such societies, orders, or associations and 
dependents of such members ; nor to the stocks, shares, funds, 
or securities held by any fiduciary or trustee for charitable, relig- 
, ious, or educational purposes; nor to building and loan associa- " 
tioiis or companies which make loans only to their shareholders; 
nor to such savings banks, savings institutions or societies as 
shall, first, have no stockholders or members except depositors 
and no capital except deposits ; secondly, shall not receive deposits 
to an aggregate amount, in any one year, of more than oue 
thousand dollars from the same depositor; thirdly, shall not 
allow au accumulation or total of deposits, by any one depositor, 
exceeding ten thousand dollars; fourthly, shall actually divide 
and distribute to its depositors, ratably to deposits, all the earn- 
ings over the necessary and proper expenses of such bank, insti- 
tution, or society, except such as shall be applied to surplus; 
fifthly, shall not possess, in any form, a surplus fund exceeding 
ten per centum of its aggregate deposits; nor to such savings 
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banks, savings institutions, or societies composed of members 
■who do not participate in tlie profits thereof and which pay- 
interest or dividends only to their depositors; nor to that part 
of the business of any savings bank, institution, or other similar 
association having a capital stock, that is conducted on the 
mutual plan solely for the benefit of its depositors on such plan, 
and which shall keep its accounts of its business conducted on 
such mutual plan separate and apart from its other accounts. 

Nor to any insurance company or association which conducts 
all its business solely upon the mutual plan, and only for the bene- 
fit of its policy holders or members, and having no capital stock 
and no stock or shareholders, and holding all its property in 
trust and in reserve for its policy holders or members ; nor to that 
part of the business of any insurance company having a capital 
stock and stock and shareholders, which is conducted on the 
mutual plan, separate from its stock plan of insurance, and solely 
for the benefit of the policy holders and members insured on said 
mutual plan, and holding all the property belonging to and derived 
from said mutual part of its business in trust and reserve for the 
benefit of its policy holders and members insured on said mutual 
plan. 

That all State, county, municipal, and town taxes paid by cor- 
porations, companies, or associations, shall be included in the 
operating and business expenses of such corporations, companies, 
or associations. 

Seo. 33. That there shall be levied, collected, and paid on all 
salaries of ofQcers, or payments for services to persons in the civil, 
military, naval, or other employment or service of the United 
States, including Senators andEepreseutatives and Delegates in 
Congress, when exceeding the rate of four thousand dollars per 
annum, a tax of two per centum on the excess above the said 
four thousand dollars ; and it shall be the duty of all paymasters 
and all disbursing officers under the Government of the United 
States, or persons in the employ thereof, when making any pay- 
ment to any officers or persons as aforesaid, whose compensation 
is determined by a fixed salary, or upon settling or adjusting the 
accounts of such officers or persons, to deduct and withhold the 
aforesaid tax of two per centum; and the pay roll, receipts, or 
account of officers or persons paying such tax as aforesaid shall 
be made to exhibit the fact of such payment. And it shall be 
the duty of the accounting officers of the Treasury Department, 
when auditing, the accounts of any paymaster or disbursing 
officer, or any officer withholding his salary from moneys received 
by him, or when settling or adjusting the accounts of any such 
officer, to require evidence that the taxes mentioned in this sec- 
tion have been deducted and paid over to the Treasurer of the 
United States, or other officer authorized to receive the same. 
Every corporation which pays to any employee a salary or com- 
pensation exceeding four thousand dollars per annum shall report 
the same to the collector or deputy collector of his district and 
said employee shall pay thereon, subject to the exemptions herein 
provided for, the tax of two per centum on the excess of his 
salary over four thousand dollars : Provided, That salaries di;ie 
to State, county, or municipal officers shall be exempt from the 
income tax herein levied. 

Sec, 34, That sections thirty-one hundred and sixty-seven. 
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thirty-one hundred and seventy-two, thirty-one hundred and 
seventy-three, and thirty-one hundred and seventy-six of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States as amended are hereby 
amended so as to read as follows : 

" Sec. 3167. That it shall be unlawful for any collector, deputy 
collector, agent, clerk or other officer or employe of the United 
States to divulge or to make known in any manner whatever not 
provided by law to any person the operations, style of work or 
apparatus of any manufacturer or producer visited by him in the 
discharge of his official duties, or the amount or source of income, 
profits, losses, expenditures, or any particular thereof, set forth 
or disclosed in any income return by any person or corporation, 
or to permit any income return or copy thereof or any book con- 
taining any abstract or particulars thereof, to be seen or exam- 
ined by any person except as provided bylaw; audit shall be 
unlawful for any person to print or publish in any manner what- 
ever not provided by law, any income return or any part thereof 
or the amount or source of income, profits, losses, or expenditures 
appearing in any income return; and any offense against the 
foregoing provision shall be a misdemeanor and be punished by 
a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars or by imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or both, at the discretion of the court; 
and if the offender be an officer or employe of the United States 
he shall be dismissed from office and be incapable thereafter of 
holding any office under the Government. 

" Sec. 3172. That every collector shall, from time to time, cause 
his deputies to- proceed through every part of his district aud 
inquire after and concerning all persons therein who are liable 
to pay any internal revenue tax, and all persons owning or hav- 
ing the care and management of any objects liable to pay any 
tax, and to make a list of such persons and enumerate said objects. 

"Sec. 3173, That it shall be the duty of any person, partner- 
ship, firm, association, or corporation, made liable to any duty, 
special tax, or other tax imposed by law, when not otherwise pro- 
vided for, in case of a special tax, on or before the thirty-first 
day of July in each year, in case of income tax on or before the first 
Monday of March in each year, and in other cases before the day 
on which the taxes accrue, to make a list or return, verified by 
oath or affirmation, to the collector or a deputy collector of the 
district where located, of the articles or objects, including the 
amount of annual income, charged with a duty or tax, the quan- 
tity of goods, wares, and merchandise mad,e or sold, and charged 
with a tax, the several rates and aggregate amount, according to 
the forms and regulations to be prescribed by the Commissioner 
of Internal Eevenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for which such person, partnership, firm, association, 
or corporation is liable: Provided, That if any person liable to 
pay any duty or tax, or owuing, possessing, or having the 
care or management of property, goods, wares, and merchandise, 
articles or objects liable to pay any duty, tax, or license, shall 
fail to make and exhibit a list or return required by law, but 
shall consent to disclose the particulars of any and all the prop- 
erty, goods, wares, and merchandise, articles and objects liable 
to pay any duty or tax, or any business or occupation liable to 
pay any tax as aforesaid, then, and in that case, it shall be the 
duty of the collector or deputy collector to make such list or 
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return, -whicli, being distinctly read, consented to, and signed and 
verified by oath or afiirmatiou by the person so owning, possess- 
ing, or having the care and management as aforesaid, may be 
received as the list of such person : Provided further, That in case 
no annual list or return has been rendered by such person to the 
1894 <'o''^®*'*°'' o^ deputy collector as required by law, and the person 
shall be absent from his or her residence or place of business at 
the time the collector or a deputy collector shall call for the 
annual list or return, it shall be the duty of such collector or 
deputy collector to leave at such place of residence or business, 
with some one of suitable age and discretion, if such be present, 
otherwise to deposit in the nearest post-ofSce a note or memoran- 
dum addressed to such person, requiring him or her to render to 
such collector or deputy collector the list or return required by 
law, within teu days from the date of such note or memorandum, 
verified by oath or affirmation. And i f any person on being noti- 
fied or required as aforesaid shall refuse or neglect to render such 
list or return within the time required as aforesaid or whenever 
any person who is required to deliver a monthly or other return 
of objects subject to tax fails to do so at the time required, or 
delivers any return which, in the opinion of the collector, is false 
or fraudulent, or contains any undervaluation or understatement, 
it shall be lawful for the collector to summon such person, or 
any other person having possession, custody, or care of books of 
account containing entries relating to the business of such per- 
son, or any other person he may deem proper, to appear before 
him and produce such books, at a time and place named in the 
summons, and to give testimony or answer interrogatories, under 
oath, respecting any objects liable to tax or the returns thereof. 
The collector may summon any person residing or found within 
the State in which his district lies ; and when the person intended 
to be summoned does not reside and can not be found within such 
State, he may enter any collection district where such person 
may be found, and there make the examination herein author- 
ized. And to this end he may there exercise all the authority 
which he might lawfully exercise in the district for which he was 
commissioned. 

" Sec. 3176. When any person, corporation, company, or asso- 
ciation refuses or neglects to render any return or list required 
by law, or renders a false or fraudulent return or list, the collector 
or any deputy collector shall make, according to the best informa- 
tion which be can obtain, including that derived from the evidence 
elicited by the examination of the collector, and on his own view 
and information, such list or return, according to the form pre- 
scribed, of the income, property, and objects liable to tax owned 
or possessed or under the care or management of such person, or 
corporation, company, or association and the Commissioner of 
Internal Eevenue shall assess all taxes not paid by stamps, includ- 
ing the amount, if any, due for special tax, income or other tax, 
and in case of any return of a false or fraudulent list or valuation 
intentionally he shall add one hundred per centum to such tax; 
and in case of a refusal or neglect, except in cases of sickness or 
absence, to make a list or return, or to verify the same as afore- 
said, he shall add fifty per centum to such tax. In case of neg- 
lect occasioned by sickness or absence as aforesaid the collector 
may allow such further time for making and delivering such list 
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or return as he may deem necessary, not exceeding thirty days. 
The amount so added to the tax shall be collected at the same 
time and in the same manner as the tax unless the neglect or 
falsity is discovered after the tax has been paid, in which case 
the amount so added shall be collected in the same manner as 
the tax; and the list or return so made and subscribed by such 
collector or deputy collector shall be held prima facie good and 
sufiBcient for all legal purposes." 

Sec. 35. That every corporation, company, or association doiiig 
business for profit shall make and render to the collector of its 
collection district, on or before the first Monday of March in 
every year, beginning with the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, a full return, verified bydath or affirmation, in such form as 
the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue may prescribe, of all the 
following matters for the whole calendar year last preceding the 
date of such return : 

First. The gross profits of such corporation, company, or asso- 
ciation, from all kinds of business of every name and nature. 
1894 Second. The expenses of such corporation, company, or asso- 
ciation, exclusive of interest, annuities, and dividends. 

Third. The net profits of such corporation, company, or asso- 
ciation, without allowance for interest, annuities, or dividends. 

Fourth. The amount paid on account of interest, annuities, 
and dividends, stated separately. 

Fifth. The amount paid in salaries of four thousand dollars or 
less to each person employed. 

Sixth. The amount i)aid in salaries of more than four thousand 
dollars to each person employed and the name and address of 
each of such persons and the amount paid to each. 

Sec. 36. That it shall be the duty of every corporation, com- 
pany, or association doing business for profit to keep full, regular, 
and accurate books of account, upon which all its transactions 
shall be entered from day to day, in regular order, and whenever 
a collector or deputy collector of the district in which any corpo- 
ration, company, or association is assessable shall believe that a 
true and correct return of the income of such corporation, com- 
pany or association has not been made, ho shall make an aflflda- 
vit of such belief and of the grounds on which it is founded, and 
file the same with the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, and if 
1894 said Commissioner shall, on examination thereof, and after, full 
hearing upon notice given to all parties, conclude there is good 
ground for such belief he shall issue a request in writing to such 
corporation, company, or association to permit an inspection of 
the books of such corporation, company, or association to be 
made; and if such corporation, company, or association shall 
refuse to comply with such request, then the collector or deputy 
collector of the district shall make from such information as he 
can obtain an estimate of the amount of such income and then 
add fifty per centum thereto, which said assessment so made 
shall then be the lawful assessment of such income. 

Sec. 37. That it shall be the duty of every collector of internal 
revenue, to whom any payment of any taxes other than the tax 
represented by an adhesive stamp or other engraved stamp is 
made under the provisions of this Act, to give to the person 
making such payment a full written or printed receipt, express- 
ing the amount paid and the particular account for which such 
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payment was made; and whenever such payment is made such 
collector shall, if required, give a separate receipt for each tax 
paid by any debtor, on account of payments made to or to be 
made by him to separate creditors in such form that such debtor 
1894 can conveniently produce the same separately to his several 
creditors in satisfaction of their respective demands to the 
amounts specified in such receipts; and such receipts shall be 
sufficient evidence in favor of such debtor, to justify him in with- 
holding the amount therein expressed from his next payment to 
his creditor; but such creditor may, upon giving to his debtor a 
full written receipt, acknowledging the payment to him of what- 
ever sura may be actually paid, and accepting the amount of tax 
paid as aforesaid (specifying the same) as a further satisfaction 
of the debt to that amount, require the surrender to him of such 
collector's receipt. 

INTERNAL EEVENTJB TAX ON PLAYINO CARDS. 

Sec. 38. That on and after the first day of August, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-four, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid, by adhesive stamps, a tax of two ceuts for and upon every 
pack of playing cards containing not more than fifty-four cards, 

1894 manufactured and sold or removed, and also upon every pack in 
the stock of any dealer on and after that date ; and the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Eevenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, shall make regulations as to dies and adhesive 
stamps. 

Sec. 39. That in all cases where an adhesive stamp is used 
for denoting the tax imposed by this Act upon playing cards, 
except as hereinafter provided, the person using or affixing the 
same shall write thereon the initials of his name and the date on 
which such stamp is attached or used, so that it may not again 
be used. And every person who fraudulently makes use of an 

1894 ^"J^^sive stamp to denote any tax imposed by this Act without 
so effectually canceling and obliterating such stamp shall forfeit 
the sum of fifty dollars. The Commissioner of Internal Eevenue 
is authorized to prescribe such method for the cancellation of 
stamps as substitute for, or in addition to the method prescribed 
in this section as he may deem expedient and effectual. And he 
is authorized, in his discretion, to make the application of such 
method imperative upon the manufacturers of playing cards. 

Sec. 40. That every manufacturer of playing cards shall reg- 
ister with the collector of the district his name or style, place of 

1894 residence, trade, or business, and the place where such business 
is to be carried on, and a failure to register as herein provided 
and required shall subject such person to a penalty of fifty dollars. 
Sec. 41, That the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue shall 
cause to be prepared, for payment of the tax.upon playing cards, 
suitable stamps denoting the tax thereon. Such stamps shall be 
furnished to collectors requiring them, and collectors shall, if 
there be any manufacturers of playing cards within their respec- 
tive districts, keep on hand at all times a supply equal in amount 

1894 to two mouths' sales thereof, and shall sell the same only to such 
manufacturers as have registered as required by law and to im- 
porters of playing cards, who are required to affix the same to 
imported playing cards, and to persons who are required by law 
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to afQx the same to stocks of playing cards on hand when the 
tax thereon imposed first takes eft'ect. Every collector shall keep 
an account of the number and . denominate value of the stamps 
sold by him to each manufacturer and to other persons above 
described. 

Sec. 42. That if any person shall forge or counterfeit, or cause 
or procure to be forged or counterfeited, any stamp, die, plate, or 
other instrument, or any part of any stamp, die, plate, or other 
instrument which shall have been provided or may hereafter be 
provided, made, or used in pursuance of the provisions of this 
Act or of any previous provisions of law on the same subjects, 
or shall forge, counterfeit, or resemble, or cause or procure to be 
forged, counterfeited, or resembled the impression or any part of 
the impression of any such stamp, die, plate, or other instrument, 
as aforesaid, upon any paper, or shall stamp or mark or cause or 
procure to be stamped or marked any paper with any such forged 
or counterfeited stamp, die, plate, or other instrument or part of 
any stamp, die, plate, or other instrument, as aforesaid, with 
intent to defraud the United States of any of the taxes hereby 
imposed or any part thereof; or if any person shall utter, or sell, 
or expose to sale any paper, article, or thing having thereupon 
the impression of any such counterfeit stamp, die, plate, or other 
instrument, or any part of any stamp, die, plate, or other instru- 
ment, or any such forged, counterfeited, or resembled impression, 
or part of impression, as aforesaid, knowing the same to be forged, 
counterfeited, or resembled ; or if any person shall knowingly use 
or permit the use of any stamp, die, plate, or other instrument 
which shall have been so provided, made, or used, as aforesaid, 
with intent to defraud the United States; or if any jierson shall 
fraudulently cut, tear, or remove, or cause or procure to be cut, 
torn, or removed, the impression of any stamp, die, plate, or other 
instrument, which shall have been provided, made, or used in 
pursuance of this Act, or of any previous i)rovision8 of law on 
the same subjects, from any paper, or any instrument or writing 
charged or chargeable with any of the taxes imposed by law ; or 
if any person shall fraudulently use, join, fix, or place, or cause 
1894 ^ ^® used, joined, iixed, or placed, to, with, or upon any paper, 
or any instrument or writing charged or chargeable with any of 
the taxes hereby imposed, any adhesive stamp, or the impression 
of any stamp, die, plate, or other instrument, whicli shall have 
been provided, made, or used in pursuance of law, and which 
shall have been cut, torn, or removed from any other paper or 
any instrument or writing charged or chargeable with any of the 
taxes imposed by law; or if any person shall willfully remove or 
cause to be removed, alter or cause to be altered, the canceling 
or defacing jnarks on any adhesive stamp, with intent to use the 
same, or to cause the use of the same, after it shall have been 
once used, or shall knowingly or willfully sell or buy such washed 
or restored stamps or offer the same for sale, or give or expose 
the same to any person for use, or knowingly use the same, or 
prepare the same with intent for the further use thereof; or if 
any person shall knowingly and without lawful excuse (the proof 
whereof shall lie on the person accused) have in his possession 
any washed, restored, or altered stamps, which have been removed 
from any article, paper, instrument, or writing, then, and in every 
such case, every person so offending, and every person knowingly 
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and willfully aiding, abetting, or assisting in committing any sucL 
offense as aforesaid, shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit the said 
counterfeit, washed, restored, or altered stamps and the articles 
upon which they are placed and be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment and confinement 
to hard labor not exceeding five years, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. And the fact that any adhesive stamp so bought, 
sold, offered for sale, used, or had in possession as aforesaid, has 
been washed or restored by removing or altering the canceling or 
defacing marksthereon, shall be prinia-facie proof that such stamp 
has been once used and removed by the possessor thereof from 
some paper, instrument, or writing charged with taxes imposed 
by law, in violation of the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 43. That whenever any person makes, prepares, and sells 
or removes for consumption or sale, i)laying cards, whether of 
domestic manufacture or imported, upon which a tax is imposed 
by law, without affixing thereto an adhesive stamp denoting the 
tax before mentioned, he shall incur a penalty of fifty dollars for 

1894 every omission to affix such stamp : Provided, That playing cards 
may be removed from the place of manufacture for export to a 
foreign country, without payment of tax, or affixing stamps 
thereto, under such regulations and the filing of such bonds as 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe. 

Sec. 44. That every manufacturer or maker of playing cards 
who, after the same are so made, and the particulars hereinbefore 
required as to stamps have been complied with, takes off, removes, 
or detaches, or causes, or permits, or suffers to be taken off, or 
removed, or detached, any stamp, or who uses any stamp, or any 
wrapper or cover to which any stamp is affixed, to cover any 

1894 other article or commodity than that originally contained in such 
wrapper or cover, with such stamp when first used, with the 
intent to evade the stamp duties, shall, for every such article, 
respectively, in respect of which any such offense is committed, 
be subject to a penalty of fifty dollars, to be recovered together 
with the costs thereupon accruing; and every such article or 
commodity as aforesaid shall also be forfeited. 

Sec. 45. That every maker or manufacturer of playing cards 
who, to evade the tax or duty chargeable thereon, or any part 
thereof, sells, exposes for sale, sends out, removes, or delivers any 
playing cards before the duty thereon has been fully paid, by 
affixing thereon the proper stamp, as provided by law, or who, to 

1894 evade as aforesaid, hides or conceals, or causes to be hidden or 
concealed, or removes or conveys away, or deposits, or causes to 
be removed or conveyed away ifirom or deposited in any place, 
any such article or commodity, shall be subject to a penalty of 
fifty dollars, together with the forfeiture of any such article or 
commodity. 

Sec. 46. That the tax on playing cards shall be paid by the 
manufacturer thereof. Every person who offers or exposes for 
sale playing cards, whether the articles so offered or exposed are 
of foreign manufacture and imported or are of domestic manu- 

1 Rfl4 ^^^^^^^f shall be deemed the manufacturer thereof, and subject to 
all the duties, liabilities, and penalties imposed by law in regard 
to the sale of domestic articles without the use of the proper 
stamps denoting the tax paid thereon, and all such articles of for-

eign manufacture shall, in addition to the import duties imposed 
on the same, be subject to the stamp tax prescribed in this Act. 
Sec. 47. That whenever any article upon which a tax is required 
to be paid by means of a stamp is sold or removed for sale by the 
manufacturer thereof, without the use of the proper stamp, in addi- 
tion to the penalties imposed by law for such sale or removal, it 
shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, within 
a period of not more than two years after such removal or sale, 
1894 "^P®" ^^oh. information as he can obtain, to estimate the amount 
of the tax which has been omitted to be paid, and to make an 
assessment therefor upon the manufacturer or producer of such 
article. He shall certify such assessment to the collector, who 
shall immediately demand payment of such tax, and upon the 
neglect or refusal of payment by such manufacturer or producer, 
shall proceed to collect the same in the manner provided for the 
collection of other assessed taxes. 

DISTILLED SPIEITS, 

Sec. 48. That on and after the passage of this Act there shall 
be levied and collected on all distilled spirits in bond at that 
time, or that have been or that may be then or thereafter pro- 
duced in the United States, on which the tax is not paid before 
that day, a tax of one dollar and ten cents on each proof gallon, 
or wine gallon when below proof, and a proportionate tax at a 
like rate on all fractional parts of such proof or wine gallon: 
Provided, That in computing the tax on any package of spirits 
all fractional parts of a gallon less than one-tenth, shall be 
excluded. 

The Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe and furnish suita- 
ble stamps denoting the payment of the internal-revenue tax 
imposed by this section; and until such stamps are prepared 
and furnished, the stamps now used to denote the payment of 
the internal-revenue tax on distilled spirits shall be affixed to 
all packages containing distilled spirits on which the tax imposed 
1894 ^-^ section is paid; and the Commissioner of Internal Eeve- 
nue shall, by assessment or otherwise, cause to bo collected the 
tax on any fractional gallon contained in each of such packages 
as ascertained by the original gauge, or regauge when maSe, 
before or at the time of removal of such packages from ware- 
house or other place of storage; and all provisions of existing 
laws relating to stamps denoting the payment of internal-revenue 
tax on distilled spirits, so far as applicable, are hereby extended 
to the stamps provided for in this section. 

That the tax herein imposed shall be paid by the distiller of 
the spirits, on or before their removal from the distillery or place 
of storage, except in case the removal therefrom without pay- 
ment of tax is authorized by law; and (upon spirits lawflilly 
deposited in any distillery warehouse, or other bonded warehouse, 
established under internal-revenue laws) within eight years from 
the date of the original entry for deposit in any distillery ware- 
house, or from the date of original gauge of fruit brandy de- 
posited in special-bonded warehouse, except in case of withdrawal 
therefrom without payment of tax as authorized by law. 

Sec. 49. That warehousing bonds and transportation and ware- 
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housing bonds, conditioned for the payment of the taxes on all 
distilled spirits entered for deposit into distillery or special 
bonded warehouses on and after the passage of this Act, shall 
be given by the distiller of said spirits as required by existing 
laws, conditioned, however, for payment of taxes at the rate 
imposed by this Acrt and before removal from warehouse and 
within eight years ; as to fruit braiidy, from the date of the 
original gauge, and as to all other spirits from the date of the 
original entry for deposit, and all warehousing bonds or trans- 
portation and warehousing bonds conditioned for the payment of 
the taxes on distilled spirits entered for deposit into distillery or 
special bonded warehouses prior to that date shall continue in 
full force and effect for the time named in said bonds, except 
where new or additional bonds are required under existing law. 

The Commissioner of Internal Eevenue may require the dis- 
tillers of the spirits to give bonds for the additional tax, and 
before the expiration of the original bonds shall prescribe rules 
1894 *°^ regulations for re-entry for deposit and for new bonds as 
provided for spirits originally entered for deposit under this Act, 
and conditioned for payment of tax at the rate imposed by this 
Act and before removal of the spirits from warehouse, and within 
eight years; as to fruit brandy, from the date of the original 
gauge, and as to all other spirits from the date of original entry 
for deposit. If the distiller of the spirits fails or refuses to give 
the bond for the additional tax, or to re-enter and rebond the 
spirits, the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue may proceed to 
collect the tax as now provided by law for failure or refusal to 
give warehousing bonds on original entry into distillery ware- 
house or special-bonded warehouse, and the provisions of section 
four of the Act of May tweijty-eighth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty (twenty-flrst Statutes, one hundred and forty-flve), so far 
as applicable, are hereby extended to bonds given under the pro- 
visions of this section: Provided, That the distiller may, at his 
option and under such regulations as the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Eevenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, shall prescribe, execute an annual bond for the spirits so 
deposited in lieu of the bonds herein provided. 

Sbo. 50. That the distiller of any distilled spirits deposited in 
any distillery warehouse, or special-bonded warehouse, or in any 
general-bonded warehouse established under the provisions of 
this Act m'ay, prior to the expiration of four years from the date 
of original gauge as to fruit brandy, or original entry as to all 
other spirits, file with the collector a notice giving a description 
of the packages containing the spirits, and request a regauge of 
the same, and thereupon the collector shall direct a ganger to 
regauge the spirits, and to mark upon each such package the 
number of gauge or wine gallons and proof gallons therein con- 
tained. If upon such regauging it shall appear that there has 
been a loss of distilled spirits from any cask or package, without 
the fault or negligence of the distiller thereof, taxes shall be col- 
lected only on the quantity of distilled spirits contained in such 
cask or package at the time of the withdrawal thereof from the 
distillery warehouse or other bonded warehouse: Provided, how- 
ever, That the allowance which shall be made for such loss of 
spirits as aforesaid shall not exceed one proof gallon for two 
mouths or part thereof; one and one-half gallons for three and 
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four months; two gallons for five and six months; two and one- 
half gallons for seven and eight months; three gallons for nine 
and ten months ; three and one-half gallons for eleven and twelve 
months; fonr gallons for thirteen, fourteen, and fifteen months; 
four and one-half gallons for sixteen, seventeen, and eighteen 
months ; five gallons for nineteen, twenty, and twenty-one months ; 
five and one-half gallons for twenty two, twenty-three, and 
twenty -four months; six gallons for twenty-five, twenty-six, and 
twenty-seven months; six and one-half gallons for twenty-eight, 

1894 twenty -nine, and thirty months; seven gallons for thirty-one, 
thirty- two, and thirty- three months; seven and one-half gallons 
for thirty -four, thirty-five, and thirty six months ; eight gallons 
for thirty-seven, thirty-eight, thifty-nine, and forty months; 
eight and one-half gallons for forty-one, forty-two, forty-three, 
and forty-four months; nine gallons for forty five, forty-six, forty- 
seven, and forty-eight months ; and no further allowance shall be 
made: And provided further, That in case such spirits shall 
remain in warehouse after the same have been regauged, the 
packages containing the spirits shall, at the time of withdrawal 
from warehouse and at such other times as the Commissioner of 
Internal Eevenue may direct, be again regauged or inspected; 
and if found to contain a larger quantity than shown by the first 
regauge, the tax shall be collected and paid on the quantity con- 
tained in each such package as shown by the original gauge : And 
provided further, That taxes shall be collected on the quantity 
contained in each cask or package as shown by the original 
gauge, where the distiller does not request a regauge before the 
expiration of four years from the date of original entry or gauge: 
Provided also. That the foregoing allowance of loss shall apply 
only to casks or packages .of a capacity of forty or more wine 
gallons, and that the allowance for loss on casks or packages of 
less capacity than forty gallons shall not exceed one-half the 
amount allowed on said forty -gallon cask or package; but no 
allowance shall be made on casks or packages of less capacity 
than twenty gallons: And provided further, That the proof of 
such distilled spirits shall not in any case be computed at the 
time of withdrawal at less than one hundred per centum. 

Sec. 51. That the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue shall be, 
and is hereby, authorized, in his discretion and upon the execu- 
tion of such bond as he may prescribe, to estabUsh one or more 
warehouses, not exceeding ten in number in any one collection 
district, to be known and designated as general bonded ware- 
houses, and to be used exclusively for the storage of spirits dis- 
tilled from materials other than fruit, each of which warehouses 
shall be in the charge of a storekeeper or storekeeper and ganger 
to be appointed, assigned, transferred, and paid in the same 
manner as such oflScers for distillery warehouses are now ap- 

1894 pointed, assigned, transferred, and paid. Every such warehouse 
shall be under the control of the collector of internal revenue of 
the district in which such warehouse is located, and shall be in 
the joint custody of the storekeeper and proprietor thereof, and 
kept securely locked, and shall at no time be unlocked or opened 
or remain open except in the presence of such storekeeper or 
other person who may be designated to act for him, as provided 
in the case of distillery warehouses; and such warehouses shall 
be under such further regulations as the Commissioner of Internal 
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Eevenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 52. That any distilled spirits made from materials other 
than fruit, and lawfully deposited in a distillery warehouse, may, 
upon application of the distiller thereof, be removed from such 
distillery warehouse to any general bonded warehouse established 
under the provisions of the preceding section ; and the removal 

1894 ^^ ®*'*^ spirits to said general bonded warehouse shall be under 
such regulations, and after making such entries and executing 
and filing with the collector of the district in which the spirits 
were manufactured, such bonds and bills of lading, and the giving 
of such other additional security, as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Eevenue and approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 53. That all spirits intended for deposit in a general 
bonded warehouse, before being removed from the distillery 

1894 ^^'■^'louse, shall have aflflxed to each package an engraved stamp 
indicative of such intention, to be provided and furnished to the 
several collectors as in the case of other stamps and to be charged 
to them and accounted for in the same manner. 

Seo. 51. That any spirits removed in bond as aforesaid may, 
upon its arrival at a general bonded warehouse, be deposited 
therein upon making such entries, filing such bonds and other 
securities, and under such regulations as shall be prescribed by 
the Commissioner of Internal Kevenue, with the approval of the 

1894 Secretary of the Treasury. It shall be one of the conditions of 
the warehousing bond covering such spirits that the principal 
named in said bond shall pay the tax on the spirits as specified 
in the entry or cause the same to be paid within eight years from 
the date of the original entry of the same into the distilli^ry ware- 
house, and before withdrawal, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 55. That any spirits may be withdrawn once and no more 
from one general bonded warehouse for transportation to another 
general bonded warehouse, and when intended to be so with- 
drajWn, shall have afiftxed thereto another general bonded ware- 
house stamp indicative of such intention ; and the withdrawal 
of such spirits, and their transfer to and entry into such general 

18fl4 bonded warehouse shall be under such regulations and upon the 
filing of such notices, entries, bonds, and bills of lading as the 
Commissioner of Internal Eevenue,. with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, may, fr6m time to time, prescribe; and 
the bonds covering spirits in general bonded warehouses shall 
be given by distillers of the spirits, and shall be renewed at 
such times as the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue may, by 
regulations, require. 

Sec. 56, That the provisions of existing law in regard to the 
withdrawal of distilled spirits from warehouses upon payment of 
tax, or for exportation, or for transfer to a manufacturing ware- 
house, and as to the gauging, marking, branding, and stamping 

1R«»4 ^^ *^^ spirits upon such withdrawals, and iu regard to with- 
drawals for the use of the United States or scientific institutions 
or colleges of learning, including the provisions for allowance for 
loss by accidental fire or other unavoidable accident, are hereby 
extended and made applicable to spirits deposited in general 
bonded warehouses under this Act. 
Sec. 57. Whenever distilling shall have been suspended at 
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auy distillery for a period or periods aggregating six months 
during any calendar year, and the quantity of spirits remaining 
in the distillery warehouse does not exceed five thousand proof 
gallons, or whenever, in the opinion of the Commissioner of 
Internal Kevenue, any distillery warehouse or general bonded 
warehouse is unsafe or unfit for use, or the merchandise therein 

1894 ^ liable to loss or great wastage, he may in either such case dis- 
continue such warehouse and require the merchandise therein 
to be transferred to such other warehouse as he may designate, 
and within such time as he may prescribe; and all the provisions 
of section thirty-two hundred and seventy-two of the Eevised 
Statutes of the United States relating to transfers of spirits from 
warehouses, including those imposing penalties, are hereby made 
applicable to transfers to or from general bonded warehouses 
established under this Act. 

Sec. 58. The tax upon any distilled spirits removed from a dis- 
tillery warehouse for deposit in a general bonded wafehouse, and 
in respect of which any requirement of this Act is not complied 
with, shall, at any time when knowledge of such fact is obtained 
by the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, be assessed by hini 
upon the distiller of the same, and returned to the collector, who 
shall immediately demand payment of such tax, and upon the 
neglect of payment by the distiller shall proceed to collect the 
same by distraint. But this provision shall not exclude any 
other remedy or proceeding provided by law to enforce the pay- 
ment of the tax. If it shall appear at any time that there has 
been a loss of distilled spirits from any cask or package deposited 

1894 in a general bonded warehouse or special bonded warehouse, 
other than the loss provided for in section tbirty-two hundred 
and twenty-one of the Eevised Statutes of the tlnited States, 
which, in the opinion of the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue, 
is excessive, lie may instruct the collector of the district in which 
the loss has occurred to require the withdrawal from warehouse 
of such cask or package of distilled spirits and to collect the tax 
accrued upon the original quantity of distilled spirits entered 
into the warehouse in such cask or package, less only the allow- 
ance for loss provided by law. If the said tax is not paid on 
demand the collector shall report the amount due, as shown by 
the original gauge, upon his next monthly list, and it shall be 
assessed and collected as other taxes are assessed and collected. 
Seo. 59. That in case any distilled spirits removed from a dis- 
tillery warehouse for deposit in a general bonded warehouse shall 
fail to be deposited in such general bonded warehouse within ten 
days after such removal, or within the time specified in any bond 
given on such removal, or if any distilled spirits deposited in any 
general bonded warehouse shall be taken therefrom, for export 
or otherwise, without full compliance with the provisions of this 
Act, and with the requirements of any regulations made there- 
under, and with the terms of any bond given on such removal, 

1894 ^^ ^^ ^"^ distilled spirits which have been deposited in a general 
bonded warehouse shall be found elsewhere, not having been 
removed therefrom according to law, any person who shall be 
guilty of such failure, or any person who shall in any manner vio- 
late any provision of the next preceding eleven sections of this 
Act, shall be subject, on conviction, to a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, or to impris- 
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onment for not less than three months nor more than three years 
for every such failure or violation ; and the spirits as to which 
such failure or violation, or unlawful removal shall take place 
shall be forfeited to the United States. 
Sec. 60. That all assessments made under the provisions of 
1894 s^^'tion thirty-three hundred and nine of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, and Acts amendatory thereof, shall be at 
the rate of tax imposed by this Act on each proof gallon. 

Sec. 61. Any manufacturer finding it necessary to use alcohol 
in tUe arts, or in any medicinal or other like compound, may use 
the same under regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and on satisfying the collector of internal reve- 
nue of the district wherein he resides or carries on business that 
he has complied with such regulations and has used such alcohol 
therein, and exhibiting and delivering up the stamps which 
show that a tax has been paid thereon, shall be entitled to 
receive from the Treasury of the United States a rebate or repay- 
ment of the tax so paid. 

AN ACT To repeal section sixty-one of an Act to reduce taxation, to provide revenue for the Gov- 
ernment, and for other purposes, which became a law August twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-four. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Bepresentativea oftlie United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That section sixty-one of an Act entitled "An Act to reduce 
taxation, to provide revenue for the Government, and for otiier purposes," whicli 
became a law August twenty-eighth, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, be, and the 
same is hereby, repealed. 

Sec. 2. That a joint select committee is hereby authorized, to consist of three 
Senators to be appointed by the presiding officer of the Senate, and three Members 
of the House of Representatives to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, which 
select committee shall consider all questions relating to the use of alcohol in the 
manufactures and arts free of tax, and to report their conclusions to Congress on 
the first Monday in December, eighteen hundred and ninety-six. 

Said joint select committee is authorized to sit, by subcommittee or otherwise, 
during the recess or session of Congress, at such times and places as they deem 
advisable ; to summon witnesses, administer oaths, print testimony or other informa- 
tion, and to employ such stenographic, clerical, and other assistance as may be 
necessary, one-half of the expense to be paid from the contingent fund of the Senate 
and one-half from the contingent fund of the House of Representatives. 

Sec. 62. That no distiller who has given the required bond 
and who sells only distilled spirits of his own production at the 
place of manufacture, or at the place of storage in bond, in the 
original packages to which the tax-paid stamps are affixed, shall 
be required to pay the special tax of a wholesale liquor dealer on 
account of such sales: Provided, That he shall be required to 
keep the book prescribed by section thirty-three hundred and 
eighteen of the Eevised Statutes of the United States, or so much 
as shall show the date when he sent out any spirits, the serial 
1894 numbers of the packages containing same, the kind and quality 
of the spirits in wine gallons and taxable gallons, the serial num- 
bers of the stamps on the packages, and the name and residence 
of the person to whom sent; and the provisions of section five 
of an Act entitled "An Act to amend the laws relating to inter- 
nal revenue," approved March fifth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-nine, as to transcripts, shall apply to such books. Any 
failure, by reason of refusal or willful neglect, to furnish the 
transcript by him shall subject the spirits owned or distilled by 
him to forfeiture. 

Sec. 63. That storekeepers, and storekeepers and gangers, 
when transferred from one distillery to another, either in the 
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1894 ^^™® district or in different districts, sliall receive compensation 
not exceeding four dolJars per day during the time necessarily 
occupied in traveling from one distillery to the other, together 
with actual and necessary traveling expenses. 

Sec. 64. That the officer holding the combined office of store- 
keeper and ganger, under the provisions of the legislative, execu- 
tive, and judicial appropriation Act, approved August fifteenth, 
eighteen hundred seventy-six (Nineteenth Statutes, page one 
hundred and fifty-two), may be assigned by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue to perform the separate duties of a storekeeper 

1894 at any distillery, or at any general or special bonded warehouse, 
or to perform any of the duties m£ a gauger under the internal- 
revenue laws. And the said officer, before entering upon the dis- 
charge of such separate duties, shall give a bond to be approved 
by the Commissioner of Internal Eevenue for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties in such form and for such amount as the 
Commissioner may prescribe. 

Sec. 65. That internal-revenue gaugers may be assigned to 
duty at distilleries, rectifying- houses, or wherever gauging is 

1894 r^Qui^^'i t*^ b® done, and transferred from one place of duty 
to another, by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, in like 
manner as storekeepers and storekeepers and gaugers are now 
assigned and transferred. 

Seo. 66. That section thirty-three hundred and twenty of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, as amended, be farther 
amended by striking out all after said number and substituting 
the followiug: 

"Whenever any cask or package, containing five wine gallons 
or more, is filled for shipment, sale, or delivery on the premises 
of any rectifier who has paid the special tax required by law, it 
shall be inspected and gauged by a United States gauger whose 
duty it shall be to mark and brand the same and place thereon 

1894 ^" engraved stamp, which shall state the date when affixed and 
the number of proof gallons, and shall be in such form as shall 
be prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury: Provided, That when 
such cask or package is filled on the premises of a rectifier rec- 
tifying less than five hundred barrels a year, counting forty gal- 
lons of proof spirits to the barrel, it may be gauged, marked, 
branded, and stamped by a United States gauger, or it may be 
gauged, marked, branded, and stamped by the rectifier, as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, may by regulations prescribe. 

Sec. 67. That whenever any person intending to commence or 
to continue the business of a distiller shall execute a bond under 
the provisions of section thirty-two hundred and sixty of the 
Revised Statutes of United States, and file the same with the 
collector of internal revenue for the district in which he proposes 
to distill, the collector may refuse to approve said bond if the 
person offering the same shall have been previously convicted, 

1894 in a court of competent jurisdiction, of any fraudulent noncom- 
pliance with any of the provisions of law relating to the duties 
and business of distillers, OT if the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall have compromised such an offense with the person upon the 
payment of penalties or otherwise, and, in case ot such refusal, 
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the person so proposing to distill may appeal to the Commissioner 
of Internal Eevenue, whose decision in the matter shall be final. 

DEFINITION OF WINE SPIRITS. 

Sec. 68. That section forty -three of the Act approved October 
iirst, eighteen hundred and ninety, entitled "An Act to reduce 
the revenue and equalize duties on imports, and for other pur- 
poses," be amended so as to read as follows: 

"That the wine spirits mentioned in section forty-two of this 
Act is the product resulting from the distillation of fermented 
grape iuice and shall be held to include the jiroduct commonly 
known as grape brandy; and the pure sweet wine which may be 
fortified free of tax, as provided in said section, is fermented 
grape juice only, and shall contain no other substance of any 
kind whatever introduced before, at the time of, or after fermen- 
tation and such sweet wine shall contain not less than four per 
1894 centum of saccharine matter, which saccharine strength may be 
determined by testing with Balling's saccharometer or must scale, 
such sweet wine, after the evaporation of the spirit contained 
therein, and restoring the sample tested to original volume by 
additional water: Provided, That the addition of pure boiled or 
condensed grape must, or pure crystallized cane or beet sugar 
to the pure grape juice aforesaid, or the fermented product of 
such grape juice prior to the fortification provided for by this Act 
for the sole purpose of perfecting sweet wines according to com- 
mercial standard, shall not be excluded by the definition of pure, 
sweet wine aforesaid: Provided further, That the cane or beet 
sugar so used shall not be in excess of ten per cent of the weight 
of wines to be fortified under this Act." 

TOBACCO AND SNUFF. 

Sec. 69. Every person whose business it is to manufacture 
tobacco or snuff for himself, or who employs others to manufac- 
ture tobacco or snuff, whether such manufacture be by cutting, 
pressing, grinding, crushing, or rubbing of any raw or leaf- 
tobacco, or otherwise preparing raw or leaf tobacco, or Tiianufac- 
tured or partially manufactured tobacco or snuflf, or the putting up 
for use or consumption of scraps, waste, clippings, stems, or depos- 
its of tobacco resulting from any process of handling tobacco, or 
by the working or preparation of leaf-tobacco, tobacco stems, 
scraps, clippings, or waste, by sifting, twisting, screening, or any 
other jirocess, shall be regarded as a manufacturer of tobac(!o. 

Every person shall also be regarded as a manufacturer of 
tobacco whose business it is to sell leaf tobacco in quantities less 
than a hogshead, case or bale; or who sells directly to consumers, 
or to persons other than duly registered dealers in leaf tobacco, 
or duly registered manufacturers of tobacco, snuff or cigars, or to 
persons who purchase in packages for export; and all tobacco 
so sold by such persons shall be regarded as manufactured 
tobacco, and such manufactured tobacco shall be put up and pre- 
pared by such manufacturer in such packages only as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Eevenue with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall prescribe: Provided, That farmers and 
1894 growers of tobacco who sell leaf tobacco of their own growth 
and raising shall not be regarded as manufacturers of tobacco;

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and so much of section three thousand two hundred and forty- 
four of the Eevised Statutes of the United States, and Acts 
amendatory thereof, as are in conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed: Provided further, That section twenty-seven, chapter 
twelve hundred and forty-four, page eight hundred and sixty- 
three, volume one, of Supplement to the Eevised Statutes of the 
United States, be amended by striking out all after the word 
"repealed," in line five of said section, as follows: ^^ Provided, 
however, That it shall be the duty of every farmer or planter 
producing and selling leaf tobacco, on demand of any internal- 
revenue ofBcer or other authorized agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to furnish said oflScer or agent a true and complete state- 
ment, verified by oath, of all of his sales of leaf tobacco, the 
number of hogsheads, cases, or pounds, with the name and resi- 
dence, in each instance, of the person to whom sold and the place 
to which it is shipped ; and every farmer or planter who willfully 
refuses to furnish such information, or who knowingly makes 
false statements as to any of the facts aforesaid, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
five hundred dollars." That section thirty-three hundred and 
sixty-one of the Eevised Statutes is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 70. That the act of June twentieth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-six (Nineteenth United States Statutes, page sixty), be 
. gg^ amended by inserting after the words "imported into the United 
States by such firm or partnership" the following: "Or for any 
other purpose connected with the general transaction of business 
at any custom house." 



SECTIONS OF THE LAW OF 1890 THE SUBJECT-MATTERS OF WHICH ARE NOT 
EMBODIED IN THE UWS OF 1894 AND 1897. 

INTERNAL KEVENUE. 

Sec. 26. That on and after the first day of May, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, 
all special taxes Imposed by the laws now in force upon dealers in leaf tobacco, retail 
dealers in leaf tobacco, dealers in tobacco, manufacturers of tobacco, manufacturers 
of cigars, and peddlers of tobacco are hereby repealed. Every such dealer in leaf 
tobacco, retail dealer in leaf tobacco, manufacturer, and peddler shall, however, 
register with the collector of the district his name, or style, place of residence, trade, 
or business, and the place where such trade or business is to be carried on, the same 
as though the tax had not been repealed, and a failure to register as herein required 
shall subject such person to a penalty of fifty dollars. 

Sec. 27. That all' provisions of the statutes imposing restrictions of any kind what- 
soever upon farmers and growers of tobacco in regard to the sale of their leaf tobacco, 
and the keeping of books, and the registration and report of their sales of leaf tobacco, 
or imposing any tax on account of such sales, are hereby repealed : Provided, however, 
That it shall be the duty of every farmer or planter producing and selling leaf- 
tobacco, on demand of any internal-revenue officer, or other authorized agent of the 
Treasuiy Department, to furnish said officer or agent a true and complete statement, 
verified bjr oath, of all his sales of leaf-tobacco, the number of hogsheads, cases, or 
pounds, with the name and residence, in each instance, of the person to whom sold, 
and the place to which it is shipped. And every farmer or planter who willfully 
refuses to furnish such information, or who knowingly makes false statements as to 
any of the facts aforesaid, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 28. That section thirty-three hundred and eighty-one of the Revised Statutes, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out all after the said number and 
substituting therefor the following : 

"Every peddler of tobacco, before commencing, or, if he has already com- 
menced, before continuing to peddle tobacco, shall furnish to the collector of his 
district a statement accurately setting forth the place of his residence, and, if in 
a city the street and number of the street where he resides, the State or States 
through which he proposes to travel; also whether he proposes to sell his own man- 
ufactures or the manufactures of others, and, if he sells for other parties, the person 
for whom he sells. He shall also give a bond in the sum of five hundred dollars, to 
be approved by the collector of the district, conditioned that he shall not engage in 
any attempt, by himself or by collusion with others, to defraud the Government of 
any tax on tobacco, snuff, or cigars ; that he shall neither sell nor offer for sale any 
tobacco, snuff, or cigars, except in original and full packages, as the law requires 
the same to be put up and prepared by the manufacturer for sale, or for removal for 
sale or consumption, and except such packages of tobacco, snufi:', and cigars as bear 
the manufacturer's label or caution notice, and his legal marks and brands, and 
genuine internal-revenue stamps which have never before been used." 

Sec. 29. That section thirty-three hundred and eighty-three. Revised Statutes, as 
amended by section fifteen of the act of March first, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
nine, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out all of said section and by 
substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

"Every peddler of tobacco shall obtain a certificate from the collector of his col- 
lection district, who is hereby authorized and directed to issue the same, giving the 
name of the peddler, his residence, and the fact of his having filed the required bond ; 
and shall on demand of any officer of internal revenue produce and exhibit his cer- 
tificate. And whenever any peddler refuses to exhibit his certificate, as aforesaid, 
on demand of any officer of internal revenue, said officer may seize the horse or 
mule, wagon, and contents, or pack, bundle, or basket, of any person so refusing; 
and the collector of the district m which the seizure occurs may, on ten days' notice, 
published in any newspaper in the district, or served personally on the peddler, or 
at his dwelling house, require such peddler to show cause, if any he has, why the 
horses or mules, wagons, and contents, pack, bundle, or basket so seized shall not 
be forfeited. In case no sufficient cause is shown, proceedings for the forfeiture of 
the property seized shall be taken under the general provisions of the internal- 
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revenue laws relating to forfeitures. Any internal-revenue agent may demand pro- 
duction of and inspect the collector's certificate for peddlers, and refusal or failure 
to produce the same, when so demanded, shall subject the party guilty thereof to a 
fine of not more than five hnndred dollars and to imprisonment for not more than 
twelve months." 

Sec. 30. That on and after the first day of January, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
one, the internal taxes on smoking and manufactured tobacco shall be six cents per 
pound, and on snuff six cents per pound. 

Sec. 31. That section thirty-three hundred and sixty-three of the Revised Stat- 
utes, be, and hereby is, amended by striking out all after said number and substi- 
tuting the following: 

"No manufactured tobacco shall be sold or offered for sale unless put up in 
packages and stamped as prescribed in this chapter, except at retail by retail 
dealers from packages authorized by section thirty- three hundred and sixty-two of 
the Eevised Statutes ; and every person who sells or offers for sale any snuff or any 
kind of manufactured tobacco not so put u|i in packages and stamped shall be fined 
not less than five hundred dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, and imprisoned 
not less than six months or more than two years. 

Sec. 32. That section thirty-three hundred and ninety- two af the Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended by section sixteen of the act of March first, eighteen hnndred and 
seventy-nine, be and the same hereby is amended to read as follows : 

"All cigars shall be packed in boxes not before used for that purpose, containing 
respectively twenty-five, fifty, one hnndred, two hundred, two hundred and fifty, or 
five hnndred cigars each : Provided, however, That manufacturers of cigars shall be 
permitted to pack in boxes not before used for that purpose cigars not to exceed 
thirteen nor less than twelve in number, to be used as sample boxes; and every per- 
son who sells, or offers for sale, or delivers, or offers to deliver, any cigars in any 
other form than in new boxes as above described, or who packs in any box any 
cigars in excess of or less than the number provided by law to be put in each box 
respectively, or who falsely brands any box, or affixes a stamp on any box denoting a 
less amount of tax than that required by law, shall be fined for each ott'ense not 
more than one thousand dollars, and be imprisoned not more than two years : Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this section shall be construed as preventing the sale of cigars 
at retail by retail dealers who have paid the special tax as such from boxes 
packed, stamped, and branded in the manner prescribed by law: And provided 
fwrther, That every manufacturer of cigarettes shall put up all the cigarettes that 
he manufactures or has manufactured for him, and sells or removes for consumption 
or use, in packages or parcels containing ten, twenty, fifty, or one hundred cigarettes 
each, and* shall securely affix to each of said packages or parcels a suitable stamp 
denoting the tax thereon, and shall properly cancel the same prior to such sale or 
removal for consumption or use, under such regulations as the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue shall prescribe ; and all cigarettes imported from a foreign country 
shall be packed, stamped, and the stamps canceled in like manner, in addition to 
the import stamp indicating inspection of the custom-house before they are with- 
drawn therefrom. 

Sec. 33. That section thirty-three hundred and fifty-seven, of the Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended by section two of the act of June ninth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty, be, and the same is amended, by striking out all after the number and 
inserting in lien thereof the following: 

"Kvery collector shall keep a record, in a book or books provided for that purpose, 
to be open to the inspection of only the proper officers of internal revenue, includ- 
ing deputy collectors and internal-revenue agents, of the name and residence of 
every person engaged in the manufacture of tobacco or snuff in his district, the 
place where such manufacture is carried on, and the number of the manufactory ; 
and he shall enter in said record, under the name of each manufacturer, a copy of 
every inventory required by law to be made by such manufacturer, and an abstract 
of his monthly returns; and he shall cause the several manufactories of tobacco or 
snuff in his district to be numbered consecutively, which numbers shall not be 
thereafter changed, except for reasons satisfactory to himself and approved by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue." 

Sec. 34. That section thirty- three hundred and eighty-nine of the Eevised Statutes, 
as amended by section sixteen of the act of March first, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
nine, be, and the same is hereby amended so as to read as foDows : 

"Every collector shall keep a lecord, in a book provided for that purpose, to be 
open to the inspection of only the proper officers of internal revenue, including dep- 
uty collectors and internal-revenue agents, of the name and residence of every person 
engaged in the manufacture of cigars in his district, the place where such manufnc- 
ture is carried on, and the number of the manufactory; and he shall enter in said 
record, under the name of each manufacturer an abstract of his inventory and 
monthly returns; and he shall cause the several manufacturers of cigars in the dis- 
trict to be numbered consecutively, which number shall not thereafter be changed." 
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Sec. 35. That section three thousand three hundred and eighty-seven of the 
Revised Statutes, as amended hy section sixteen of the act of March first, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and seventy-nine, be, and the same is hereby, amended, by strik- 
ing from the said section the following words, namely: "five hundred dollars, with 
an additional one hundred dollars for each person proposed to be employed by him 
in making cigars," and inserting in lieu of the words so stricken out the words : " one 
hundred dollars." 

Src. 36. That an internal-revenue tax of ten dollars per pound shall be levied and 
collected upon all opium manufactured in the United States for smoking purposes: 
and no person shall engage in such manufacture who is not a citizen of the United 
States and who has not given the bond required by the Commissioner of Internal 
Eevenue. 

Sec. 37. That every manufacturer of such opium shall file with the collector of 
internal revenue of the district in which his manufactory is located such notices, 
inventories, and bonds, shall keep such books and render such returns of material 
and products, shall put up such signs and affix such number to his factory, and con- 
duct his business under such surveillance of officers and agents as the Commissioner 
of Internal Eevenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may, by 
regulation, require. But the bond required of such manufacturer shall be with 
sureties satisfactory to the collector of internal revenue and in a penal sum of not 
less than five thousand dollars ; and the sum of said bond may be increased from 
time to time and additional sureties required at the discretion of the collector or 
under instructions of the. Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

Sec. 38. That all prepared smoking opium imported into the United States shall, 
before removal from the custom-house, be duly stamped in such manner as to denote 
that the duty thereon has been paid; and that all opium manufactured in the United 
States for smoking purposes, before being removed from the place of manufacture, 
whether for consumption or storage, shall be duly stamped in such permanent man- 
ner as to denote the payment of the internal -revenue tax thereon. 

Sec. 39. That the provisions of existing laws governing the engraving, issue, sale, 
accountability, eifaoement, cancellation, and destruction of stamps relating to 
tobacco and snuff, as far as applicable are hereby made to apply to stamps provided 
for by the preceding section. 

Sec. 40. That a penalty of not more than one thousand dollars, or imprisonment 
not more than one year, or both, in the discretion of the court shall be imposed for 
each and every violation of the preceding sections of this act relating to opium by 
any person or persons; and all prepared smoking opium wherever found within the 
United States without stamps required by this act shall be forfeited. 

Sec. 41. That wholesale dealers in oleomargarine shall keep such books and render 
such returns in relation thereto as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, may, by regulation, require, and such 
books shall be open at all times to the inspection of any internal-revenue officer or 
agent. 

Sec. 42. That any producer of pure sweet wines, who is also a distiller, authorized 
to separate from fermented grape-juice, under internal-revenue laws, wine spirits, 
may use, free of tax, in the preparation of such sweet wines, under such regulations 
and after the filing of such notices and bonds, together with the keeping of such 
records and the rendition of such reports as to materials and products, as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe, so much of such wine spirits so separated by him as may be necessary 
to fortify the wine for the preservation of the saccharine matter contained therein: 
Provided, That the wine spirits so used free of tax shall not be in excess of the amount 
required to introduce into such sweet wines in alcoholic strength equal to fourteen per 
centum of the volume of such wines after such use : Provided further, That such wine 
containing after such fortification more than twenty-four per centum of alcohol, as 
defined by section thirty-two hundred and forty-nine of the Revised Statutes, shall 
be forfeited to the United States : Provided further. That such use of wine spirits free 
from tax shall be confined to the months of August, September, October, November, 
December, January, February, March, and April of each year. The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, in determining the liabilityof any distiller of fermented grape- 
juice to assessment under section thirty-three hundred and nine of the Revised Stat- 
utes, is authorzied to allow such distiller credit in his computation for the wine 
spirits used by him in preparing sweet wine under the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 43. That the wine-spirits mentioned in section fifty-three of this act is the 
product resulting from the distillation of fermented grape juice, and shall be held 
to include the product commonly known as grape brandy; and the pure sweet wine 
which may be fortified free of tax, as provided in said section, is fermented grapejuice 
only, and shall contain no other substance of any kind whatever introduced before, 
at the time of, or after fermentation, and such sweet wine shall contain not less than 
four per centum of saccharine matter, which saccharine strength may be deter- 
mined by testing, with Balling's saccharometer or must-scale, such sweet-wine, after 
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the evaporation of the spirit contained therein, and restoring the sample tested to 
original volume by addition of water. 

Sec. 44. That any person who shall use wine spirits, as defined by section fifty- 
four of this act, or other spirits on which the internal-revenue tax has not been paid 
otherwise than within the limitations set forth in section fifty-five of this act, and 
in accordance with the regolations made pursuant to this act, shall be liable to a 
penalty of double the amount of the tax on the wine spirits or other spirits so 
unlawfully used. Whenever it is impracticable in any case to ascertain the quantity 
of wine spirits or other spirits that have been used in violation of this act in mix- 
tures with any wines, all alcohol contained in such unlawful mixtures of wine with 
wine spirits or other spirits in excess of ten per centum shall be held to be unlaw- 
fully used : Provided, hojoever, That if water has been added to such unlawful mix- 
tures, either before, at the time of, or after such unlawful use of wine-spirits or other 
spirits, all the alcohol contained therein shall be considered to have been unlawfully 
used. In reference to alcoholic strength of wines and mixtures of wines with spirits 
in this act the measurement is intended to be according to volume and not according 
to weight. 

Sec. 45. That under such regulations and official supervision, and upon the exe- 
cution of such entries and the giving of such bonds, bills of lading, and other security 
as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
, Treasury, shall prescribe, anj producer of pure sweet wines as defined by this act 
may withdraw wine spirits from any special bonded ware-house free of tax, in 
original packages, in any quantity not less than eighty wine-gallons, and may use 
so much of the same as may be required by him, under such regulations, and after 
the filing of such notices and bonds, and the keeping of such records, and the rendi- 
tion of such reports as to materials and products and the disposition of the same as 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe, in fortifying the pure sweet wines made by him, and for no 
other purpose, in accordance with the limitations and provisions as to uses, amount 
to be used, and period for using the same set forth in section fifty-three of this act ; 
and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, is authorized, whenever he shall deem it to be necessary for the preven- 
tion, of violations of this law, to prescribe that wine-spirits withdrawn under this 
section shall not be used to fortify wines except at a certain distance prescribed by 
him from any distillery, reotifying-house, winery, or other establishment used for 
producing or storing distilled spirits, or for making or storing wines other than wines 
which are so fortified, and that in the building in which such fortification of wines 
is practiced no wines or spirits other than those permitted by his regulation shall be 
stored. The use of wine-spirits free of tax for the fortification of sweet wines under 
this act shall be begun and completed at the vineyard of the wine-grower where the 
grapes are crushed and the grape juice is expressed and fermented, such use to be 
under the immediate supervision of an officer of internal revenue, who shall make 
returns describing the kinds and quantities of wine so fortified, and shall affix such 
stamps and seals to the packages containing such wines as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ; and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue shall provide by regnlations the 
time within which wines so fortified with the wine spirits so withdrawn may be 
subject to inspection, and for final accounting for the use of such wine-spirits and 
for rewarehousing or for payment of the tax on any portion of such wine spirits 
which remain not used in fortifying pure sweet wines. 

Sec. 46. That wine-spirits may be withdrawn from special bonded warehouses at 
the instance of any person desiring to use the same to fortify any wines, in accord- 
ance with commercial demands of foreign markets, when such wines are intended 
for exportation, without the payment of tax on the amount of wine spirits used in 
such fortifications, under such regulations, and after making such entries, and exe- 
cuting and filing with the collector of the district from which the removal is to be 
made such bonds and bills of lading, and giving such other additional security to 
prevent the use of such wine-spirits ftee of tax otherwise than in the fortification 
of wine intended for exportation, and for the due exportation of the wine so forti- 
fied, as may be prescribed by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury ; and all of the provisions of law govern- 
ing the exportation of distilled spirits free of tax, so far as applicable, shall apply 
to the withdrawal and use of wine-spirits and the exportation of the same in accord- 
ance with this section; and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue is authorized, 
subject to approval by the Secretary of the Treasury, to prescribe that wine-spirits 
intended for the fortification of wines under this section shall not be introduced 
into such wines except under the immediate supervision of an officer of internal 
revenue, who shall make returns describing the kinds and quantities of wine so 
fortified, and shall affix such stamps and seals to the packages containing such wines 
as may be prescribed by the. Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with ttie approval

of the Secretary of tlie Treasury. Whenever such ■wine-spirits are withdrawn as 
provided herein for the fortification of wines intended for exportation by sea they 
shall be introduced into such wines only after removal from storage and arrival 
alongside of the vessel which is to transport the same ; and whenever transportation 
of such wines is to be effected by land carriage the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe such regu- 
lations as to sealing packages and vehicles containing the same, and as to the 
supervision of transportation from the point of departure, which point shall be 
determined as the place where such wine-spirits may be introduced into such wines 
to the point of destination as may be necessary to insure the due exportation of such 
fortified wines. 

Sec. 47. That all provisions of law relating to the re-importation of any goods of 
domestic growtht or manufacture which were originally liable to an internal-revenue 
tax shall be, as far as applicable, enforced againstany domestic wines sought to be 
re-imported ; and duty shall be levied and collected upon the same when re-imported, 
as an original importation. 

Sec. 48. That any person using wine spirits or other spirits which have not been 
tax-paid in fortifying wine otherwise than as provided for in this act, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, .and shall, on conviction thereof, be punished for each offense by 
a fine of not more than two thousand dollars, and for every offense other than the 
first also by imprisonment for not more than one year. 

Sec. 49. That wine spirits used in fortifying wines may be recovered from such 
wine only on the premises of a duly authorized grape-brandy distiller; and for the 
purpose of such recovery wines so fortified may be i-eceived as material on the prem- 
ises of such a distiller, on a special permit of the collector of internal revenue in 
whose district the distillery is located ; and the distiller will be held to pay the tax 
on a product from such wines as will include both the alcoholic strength therein pro- 
duced by the fermentation of the grape-juice and that obtained from the added dis- 
tilled spirits. 

Sec. 50. That on and after the day when this act shall go into effect all goods, 
wares, and merchandise previously imported, for which no entry has been made, 
and all goods, wares, and merchandise previously entered without payment of duty 
and under bond for warehousing, transportation, or any other purpose, for which no 
permit of delivery to the importer or his agent has been issued, shall be subjected 
to no other duty upon the entry or the withdrawal thereof than if the same were 
imported respectively after that day: Provided, That any imported merchandise 
deposited in bond in any public or private bonded warehouse having been so 
deposited prior to the first day of October, eighteen hundred and ninety, may be 
withdrawn for consumption at any time prior to February first, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-one, upon the payment of duties at the rates in force prior to the passage 
of this act: Provided further, That when duties are based upon the weight of mer- 
chandise deposited in any public or private bonded warehouse said duties shall be 
levied and collected upon the weight of such merchandise at the time of its with- 
drawal. 

Sec. 53. That all special taxes shall become due on the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one, and on the first day of July in each year thereafter, or on 
commencing any trade or business on which such tax is imposed. In the former case 
the tax shall be reckoned for one year; and in the latter case it shall be reckoned 
proportionately, from the first day of the month in which the liability to a special 
tax commenced to the first day of July following. Special tax stamps may be issued 
for the months of May and June, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, upon payment of 
the amount of tax reckoned proportionately under the laws now in force, and such 
stamps which have been or may be issued for the period ending April thirtieth, eight- 
een hundred and ninety, may, upon payment of one-sixth of the amount required to 
be paidfor such stamps for one year, be extended until July first, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. And it shall be the duty of special tax payers to render their 
returns to the deputy collector at such times within the calendar month in which 
the special tax liability commenced as shall enable him to receive such returns, duly 
signed and verified, not later than the last day of the month, except in cases of sick- 
ness or absence, as provided for in section three thousand one hundred and seventy- 
six of the Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 54. That section twenty of the act entitled "An act to simplify the laws in 
relation to the collection of revenues," approved June tenth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety, is hereby amended to read as follows : 

" Sec. 20. That any merchandise deposited in bond in any public or private 
bonded-warehouse may be withdrawn for consumption within three years from the 
date of original importation, on payment of the duties and charges to which it may 
be subject by law at the time of such withdrawal : Provided, That nothing herein 
shall affect or impair existing provisions of law in regard to the disposal of 
perishable or explosive articles," 
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An act to simplify the laws in relation to the ooUeotion of the reyennes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assemUed, That all merchandise imported 
into the United States shall, for the purpose of this act, be deemed and 
held to be the property of the person to whom the merchandise may be 
consigned; but the holder of any bill of lading consigned to order and 
indorsed by the consignor shall be deemed the consignee thereof; and 
in case of the abandonment of any merchandise to the underwriters the 
latter may be recognized as the consignee. 

Sec. 2. That all Invoices of imported merchandise shall be made out 
in the currency of the place or country from whence the importa^tions 
shall be made or if purchased in the currency actually paid therefor, 
shall contain a correct description of such merchandise, and shall be 
made in triplicate or in quadruplicate in case of merchandise intended 
for immediate transportation without appraisement, and signed by the 
person owning or shipping the same, if the merchandise has been actu- 
ally purchased, or by the manufacturer or owner thereof, if the same 
has been procured otherwise than by purchase, or by the duly author- 
ized agent of such purchaser, manufacturer, or owner. 

Sec. 3. That all such invoices shall, at or before the shipment of the 
merchandise, be produced to the consul, viceconsul, or commercial 
agent of the United States of the consular district in which the mer- 
chandise was manufactured or purchased as the case may be, for ex- 
port to the United States, and shall have indorsed thereon, when so 
produced, a declaration signed by the purchaser, manufacturer, owner, 
or agent, setting forth that the invoice is in all respects correct and 
true, and was made at the place from which the merchandise is to be 
exported to the United States; that it contains, if the merchandise was 
obtained by purchase, a true and fuU statement of the time when, the 
place where, the person from whom the same was purchased, and the 
actual cost thereof and of all charges thereon, as provided by this act; 
and that no discounts, bounties, or drawbacks are contained in the in- 
voice but such as have been actually allowed thereon; and when ob- 
tained in any other manner than by purchase, the actual market value 
or wholesale price thereof at the time of exportation to the United 
States in the principal markets of the country from whence exported; 
that such actual market value is the price at which the merchandise 
described in the invoice is freely offered for sale to all purchasers in 
said markets, and that it is the price which the manufacturer or owner 
making the declaration would have received, aid was willing to receive, 
for such merchandise sold in the ordinary coarse of trade, iu the usual 
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wholesale quantities, and that it includes all charges thereon as pro- 
vided by this act; and the actual quantity thereof; and that no differ- 
ent invoice of the merchandise mentioned in the invoice so produced 
has been or will be furnished to any one. If the merchandise was 
actually purchased, the declaration shall also contain a statement that 
the currency in which such invoice is made out is that which was actu- 
ally paid for the merchandise by the purchaser. 

Seo. 4. That, except in case of personal effects accompanying the 
passenger, no importation of any merchandise exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars in dutiable value shall be admitted to entry without the 
production of a duly-certifled invoice thereof as required by law, or 
of an affidavit made by the owner, importer, or consignee, before the 
collector or his deputy, showing wh^ it is impracticable to produce 
such invoice; and no entry shall be made in the absence of a certified 
invoice, upon af&davit as aforesaid, unless such affidavit be accom- 
panied by a statement in the form of an invoice, or otherwise, show- 
ing the actual cost of such merchandise, if purchased, or if obtained 
otherwise than by purchase, the actual market value or wholesale price 
thereof at the time of exportation to the United States, in the prin- 
cipal markets of the country from which the same has been imported; 
which statement shall be verified by the oath of the owner, importer, 
consignee, or agent desiring to make entry of the merchandise, to be 
administered by the collector or his deputy, and it shall be lawral for 
the collector or his deputy to examine the deponent under oath touch- 
ing the sources of his knowledge, information, or belief in the premises, 
and to require him to produce any letter, paper, or statement of ac- 
count, in his possession, or under his control, which may assist the 
officers of customs in ascertaining the actual value of the importation 
or any part thereof; and in default of such production when so re- 
quested, such owner, importer, consignee, or agent shall be thereafter 
debarred from producing any such letter, paper, or statement for the 
purpose of avoiding any ad^tional duty, penalty, or forfeiture incurred 
under this act, unless he shall show to the satisfaction of the court or 
the officers of the customs, as the case may be, that it was not in hia 
power to produce the same when so demanded ; and no merchandise 
shall be admitted to entry under the provisions of this section unless 
the collector shall be satisfied that the failure to produce a duly certi- 
fied invoice is due to causes beyond the control of the owner, consignee, 
or agent thereof: Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury may 
make regulations by which books, magazines, and other periodicals 
published and imported in successive parts, numbers, or volumes, and 
entitled to be imported free of duty, shall require but one declaration 
for the entire series. And when entry of merchandise exceeding one 
hundred dollars in value is made by a statement in the form of an in- 
voice the collector shall require a bond for the production of a duly 
certified invoice. 

Seo. 5. That whenever merchandise imported into the United States 
is entered by invoice, one of the following declarations, according to 
the nature of the case, shall be filed with the collector of the port, at 
the time of entry by the owner, importer, consignee, or agent; which 
declaration so filed shall be duly signed by the owner, importer, con- 
signee, or agent, before the collector, or before a notary public or other 
officer duly authorized bylaw to administer oaths and take acknowledg- 
ments, who may be designated by the Secretary of the Treasury to re- 
ceive such declarations and to certily to the identity of the persons 
making them, under regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
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the Treasury; and every officer so designated sLall file with the col- 
lector of the port a copy of his ofBcial signature and seal: Provided. 
That if any of the invoices or bills of lading of any merchandise im- 
ported in any one vessel, which should otherwise be embraced in said 
entry, have not been received at the date of the entry, the declaration 
may state the fact, and thereupon such merchandise of which the in- 
voices or bills of lading are not produced shall not be included in such 
entry, but may be entered subsequently.

merchandise; that the said invoice and the declaration thereon are in 
all respects true, and were made by the person by whom the same pur- 
ports to have been made; that I do not know nor believe in the exist- 
ence of any invoice or bill of lading other than those now produced by 
me, and that they are in the state in which I actually received them. 
And I do further solemnly and truly declare that I have not in the 
said entry or invoice concealed or suppressed anything whereby the

United States may be defrauded of any part of the duty lawfully due 
on the said goods, wares, and merchandise; and that if at any time 
hereafter I discover any error in the said invoice; or in the account now 
produced of the said goods, wares, and merchandise, or receive any 
other invoice of the same, I wiU immediately make the same known to 
the collector of this district. 

Sbo. 6. That any person who shall knowingly make any false state- 
ment in the declarations provided for ta the preceding section, or shall 
aid or procure the making of any such false statement as to any mat- 
ter material thereto, shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by imprisonment at hard labor 
not more than two years, or both, in the discretion of the court: Pro- 
vided, That nothing in this section shall be construed to relieve im- 
ported merchandise from forfeiture by reason of such false statement 
or for any cause elsewhere provided by law. 

Sec. 7. That the owner, consignee, or agent of any imported mer- 
chandise which ha^ been actually purchased, may, at the time when he 
shall make and verify his written entry of such merchandise, but not 
afterwards, make sach addition in the entry to the cost or value given 
in the invoice, or pro forma invoice, or statement in form of an invoice, 
which he shall produce with his entry, as in his opinion may raise the 
same to the actual market value or wholesale price of such merchan- 
dise at the time of exportation to the United States, in the principal 
markets of the country from which the same has been imported; but 
no such addition shall be made upon entry to the invoice value of any 
imported merchandise obtained otherwise than by actual purchase; 
and the collector within whose district any merchandise may be im- 
ported or entered, whether the same has been actually purchased or 
procured otherwise than by purchase, shall cause the actual market 
value or wholesale price of such merchandise to be appraised; and if 
the appraised value of any article of imported merchandise shall ex- 
ceed by more than ten per centum the value declared in the entry, 
there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in addition to the duties im- 
posed by law on such merchandise, a further sum equal to two per 
centum of the total appraised value lor each one per centum that such 
appraised value exceeds the value declared in the entry; and the addi- 
tional duties shall only apply to the particular article or articles in 
each invoice which are undervalued; and if such appraised value shall 
exceed the value declared in the entry more than forty per centum, 
such entry may be held to be presumptively fraudulent, and tiie col- 
lector of customs may seize such merchandise and proceed as iu cases 
of forfeiture for violations of the customs laws; and in any legal pro- 
ceedings which may result from such seizure the fact of such under- 
valuation shall be presumptive evidence of fraud, and the burden of 
proof shall be on the claimant to rebut the same, and forfeiture shall 
be adjudged unless he shall rebut said presumption of fraudulent intent 
by sufficient evidence: Provided, That the forfeitures provided for in 
this section shall apply to the whole of the merchandise or the value 
thereof in the the case or package containing the particular article or 
articles in each invoice which are undervalued : And provided further^ 
That all additional duties, penalties, or forfeitures, applicable to mer- 
chandise entered by a duly certified invoice shall be alike applieableto 
goods entered by a pro forma invoice or statement in form of an in- 
voice. The dal^ shall not, however, be assessed upon an amount less 
than the invoice or entered value. 

Seo. 8. That when merchandise entered for customs duty has been 
laS 16 
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consigned for sale by or on account of the mannfacturer thereof, to 
a person, agent, partner, or consignee in the United States, such per- 
son, agent, partner, or consignee shall, at the time of the entry of 
such merchandise, present to the collector of customs at the port 
■where such entry is made, as a part of such entry, and in addition to 
the certified invoice or statement in the form of an invoice required 
by law, a statement signed by such manufacturer, declaring the cost 
of production of such merchandise, such cost to include all the elements 
of cost as stated in section eleven of this act. When merchandise 
entered for customs duty has been consigned for sale by or on account 
of a person other than the manufacturer of such merchandise, to a per- 
son, agent, partner, or consignee, in the United States, such person, 
agent, partner, or consignee shall" at the time of the entry of such 
merchandise present to the collector of customs at the port where such 
entry is made, as a part of such entry, a statement signed by the con- 
signor thereof, declaring that the merchandise was actually purchased 
by him or for hi& account, and showing the time when, the place where, 
and jfrom whom he purchased the merchandise, and in detail the price 
he paid for the same : Provided, That the statements required by this 
section shall be made in triplicate, and shall bear the attestation of the 
consular ofQcer of the United States resident within the consular dis- 
trict wherein the merchandise was manufactured, if consigned by the 
manufacturer or for his account, or from whence it was imported when 
consigned by a person other than the manufacturer, one copy thereof 
to be delivered to the person making the statement, one copy to be 
transmitted with the triplicate invoice of the merchandise to the col- 
lector of the port in the United States to which the merchandise is 
consigned, and the remaining copy to be filed in the consulate. 

Sec. 9. That if any owner, importer, consignee, agent, or other per- 
son shall make or attempt to make any entry of imported merchandise 
by means of any fradulent or false invoice, affidavit, letter, paper, or 
by means of any false statement, written or verbal, or by means of any 
false or fraudulent practice or appliance whatsoever, or shall be guilty 
of any willful act or omission by means whereof the United States 
shall be deprived of the lawful duties, or any portion thereof, accruing 
upon the merchandisCj or any portion thereof, embraced or referred to 
in such invoice, affldavit, letter, paper, or statement, or affected by such 
act or omission, such merchandise, or the value thereof, to be recovered 
from the person making the entry, shall be forfeited, which forfeiture 
shall only apply to the whole of the merchandise or the value thereof 
in the case or package containing the particular article or articles of 
merchandise to which such fraud or false paper or statement relates; 
and such person shall, upon conviction, be fined for each offense a sum 
not exceeding five thousand dollars, or be imprisoned for a time not 
exceeding two years, or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 10. That it shall be the duty of the appraisers of the United 
States, and every of them, and every person who shall act as such 
appraiser, or of the collector, as the case may be, by all reasonable 
ways and means in his or their power to ascertain, estimate, and ap- 
praise (any invoice or affidavit thereto or statement of cost, or of cost 
of production to the contrary notwithstanding) the actual market value 
and wholesale price of the merchandise at ^e time of exportation to 
the United States, in the principal markets of the country whence 
the same has been imported, and the number of yards, parcels, or 
quantities, and actual market value or wholesale price of every of them, 
^s the case ma^ rec^uire, 
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Seo. 11. That -when the actual market value, as herein defined, of 
any article of imported merchandise wholly or partially manufactured 
and subject to ad valorem duty, or to duty based in whole or in part 
on value, can not be ascertained to the satisfaction of the appraising 
oflBcer, the appraiser or appraisers shall use all available means to ascer- 
tain the cost of production of such merchandise at the time of exporta- 
tion to the United States, and at the place of manufacture; such cost 
of production to include cost of materials and of fabrication, all general 
expenses covering each and every outlay of whatsoever nature incident 
to such production, together with the expense of preparing and putting 
up such merchandise ready for shipment, and an addition of eight per 
cent, upon the total cost as thus ascertained; and in no such case shall 
such merchandise be appraised upon original appraisal or re-appraise- 
ment at less than the total cost of production as thus ascertained. 

Sec. 12. That there shall be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, nine general appraisers of mer- 
chandise, each of whom shall receive a salary of seven thousand dollars 
a year. Jfot more than five of such .general appraisers shall be ap- 
pointed from the same political party. They shall not be engaged in 
any other business, avocation, or employment, and may be removed 
from office at any time by the President for inefficiency, neglect of duty, 
or malfeasance in office. They shall be employed at such ports and 
within such territorial limits, as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
from time to time prescribe, and are hereby authorized to exercise the 
powers, and duties devotved upon them by this act and to exercise, 
under the general direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, such other 
supervision over appraisements and classifications, for duty, of imported 
merchandise as may be needful to secure lawful and uniform appraise- 
ments and classitications at the several ports. Three of the general 
appraisers shall be on duty as a board of general appraisers daily (ex- 
cept Sunday and legal holidays) at the port of New York, during the 
business hours prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, at which 
port a place for samples shaU be provided, under such rules and regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury may from time to time pre- 
scribe, which shall include rules as to the classes of articles to be de- 
posited, the time of their retention, and as to their disposition, which 
place of samples shall be under the immediate control and direction of 
the board of general appraisers on duty at said port. 

Seo. 13. That the appraiser shall revise and correct the reports of 
the assistant appraisers as he may judge proper, and the appraiser, or, 
at ports where there is no appraiser, the person acting as such, shall 
report to the collector his decision as to the value of the merchandise 
appraised. At ports where there is no appraiser, the certificate of the 
customs officer to whom is committed the estimating and collection of 
duties, of the dutiable value of any merchandise required to be ap- 
praisea, shall be deemed and taken to be the appraisement of such 
merchandise. If the collector shall deem the appraisement of any im- 
ported merchandise too low he may order a reappraisement, which shall 
be made by one of the general appraisers, or, if the importer, owner, 
agent, or consignee of such merchandise shall be dissatisfied with the 
appraisement thereof, and shall have complied with the requirements 
of law with respect to the entry and appraisement of merchandise, he 
may, nvithin two days thereafter give notice to the collector, in writing, 
of such dissatisfaction, on the receipt of which the collector shall at 
once direct a reappraisement of such merchandise by one o the general 
appraisers. The decision of the appraiser or the person acting as such 
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SB cases where no objection is made thereto, either by the collector or 
y the importer, owner, consignee, or agent), or of the general appraiser 
in cases of re-appraisement, shall be final and conclusive as to the duti- 
able value of such merchandise against aU parties interested therein, 
unless the importer, owner, consignee, or agent of the merchandise 
shall be dissatisfied with such decision, and shall, within two days 
thereafter give notice to the collector in writing of such dissatisfac- 
tion, or unless the collector shall deem the appraisement of the mer- 
chandise too low, in either case the collector shall transmit the invoice 
and all the papers appertaining thereto to the board of three general 
appraisers, which shall be on duty at the port of New York, or to a 
board of three general appraisers who may be designated by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for such duty at that port or at any other port, 
which board shall examine and decide the case thus submitted, and 
their decision, or that of a majority of them, shall be final and conclu- 
sive as to the dutiable value of such merchandise against all parties 
interested therein, and the collector or the person acting as such shall 
ascertain, fix, and liquidate the rate and amount of duties to be paid 
on such merchandise, and the dutiable costs and charges thereon, 
according to law. 

Sbc. li. That the decision of the collector as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable upon imported merchandise, including all dutiable 
costs and charges, and as to all fees and exactions of whatever char- 
acter (except duties on tonnage), shaU be final and conclusive against 
all persons interested therein, unless the owner, importer, consignee, 
or agent of such merchandise, or the person paying such fees, charges, 
and. exactions other than duties, shall, within ten days after "but not 
before" such ascertainment and liquidation of duties, as well in cases of 
merchandise entered in bond as for consumption, or within ten days 
after the payment of such fees^ charges, and exactions, if dissatisfied 
with such decision give notice in writing to the collector, setting forth 
therein distinctly and specifically, and in respect to each entry or pay- 
ment, the reasons for his objections thereto, and if the merchandise is 
entered for consumption shall pay the fall amount of the duties and 
charges ascertained to be due thereon. Upon such notice and payment 
the collector shall transmit the invoice and all the papers and exhibits 
connected therewith to the board of three general appraisers, which 
shall be on duty at the port of ISew York, or to a board of three gen- 
eral appraisers who may be designated by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for such duty at that port or at any-other port, which board shall ex- 
amine and decide the case thus submitted, and their decision, or that 
of a majority of them, shall be final and conclusive upon all persons 
interested therein, and the record shall be ti:»nsmitted to the proper 
collector or person acting as such who shall liquidate the entry accord- 
ingly, except in cases where an application shall be filed in the circuit 
court within the time and in the manner provided for in section fifteen 
of this act. 

Seo. 15. That if the owner, importer, consignee, or agent of any 
imported merchandise, or the collector, or the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, shall be dissatisfied with the decision of the board of general 
appraisers, as provided for in section fourteen of this act, as to the con- 
struction of the law and the facts respecting the classification of such 
merchandise and the rate of duty imposed thereon under such classifi- 
cation, they or either of them, may, within thirty days next after such 
decision, and not afterwards, apply to the circuit court of the United 
States within the district In which the matter arises, for a review of the 
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gnestions of law and fact involved in such decision. Sncli application 
shall be made by filing in the office of the clerk of said circuit court a 
concise statement of the errors of law and fact complained o^ and a 
copy of such statement shaU be served on the collector, or on the im- 
porter, owner, consignee, or agent, a» the case maybe. Thereupon the 
court shall order the board of appraisers to return to said circuit court 
the record and the evidence taken by them, together with a certified 
statement of the facts involved in the case, and their decisions thereon; 
and all the evidence taken by and before said appraisers shall be com- 
petent evidence before said circuit court; and within twenty days after 
the aforesaid return is made the court may, upon the application of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the collector of the port, or the importer, 
owner, consignee, or agent, as the case may be, refer it to one of said 
general appraisers, as an officer of the court, to take and return to the 
court such farther evidence as may be offered by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, collector, importer, owner, consignee, or agent, within sixty 
days thereafter, in such order and under such rules as the court may 
prescribe; and such further evidence with the aforesaid returns shall 
constitute the record upon which said circuit court shall give priority 
to and proceed to hear and determine the questions of law and fact in- 
volved in such decision, respecting the classification of such merchan- 
dise and the rate of duty imposed thereon under such classification, 
and the decision of such court shall be final, and the proper collector, 
or person acting as such, shall liquidate the entry accordingly, unless 
such court shaU be of opinion that the question involved is of such 
importance as to require a review of such decision by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, in which case said circuit court, or the judge 
making the decision may, within thirty days thereafter, allow an appeal 
to said Supreme Court; but an appeal shall be allowed on the part of 
the United States whenever the Attorney-General shall apply for it 
within thirty days after the rendition of such decision. On such origi- 
nal application, and on any such appeal, security for damages and 
costs shall be given as in the case of other appeals in cases in which 
the United States is a party. Said Supreme Court shall have jurisdic- 
tion and power to review such decision, and shall give priority to such 
cases, and may affirm, modify, or reverse such decision of such circuit 
court, and remand the case with such orders as may seem to it proper 
in the premises, which shall be executed accordingly. All final judg- 
ments, whe;a in favor of the importer, shall be satisfied and paid by the 
Secretary of the Treasury from the permanent indefinite appropriation 
provided for in section twenty-three Of this act. For the purposes of 
this section the circuit courts of the United States shall be deemed 
always open, and said circuit courts, respectively, may establish, and 
from time to time alter, rules and regulations not inconsistent herewith 
for the procedure in such cases as they shall deem proper. 

Seo. 16. That the general appraisers, or any of them, are hereby 
authorized to administer oaths, and said general appraisers, the 
boards of general appraisers, the local appraisers or the collectors, 
as the case may be, may cite to appear before them, and examine upon 
oath any owner, importer, agent, consignee, or other person touching 
any matter or thing which they, or either of them, may deem material 
respecting any imported merchandise, in ascertaining the dutiable value 
or classification thereof; and they, or either of them, may require the 
production of any letters, accounts, or invoices relating to said mer- 
chandise, and may require such testimony to be reduced to writing, and 
when so taken it shall be filed in the office of the collector, and preserved 
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for nae or reference until the final decision of the collector or said board 
of appraisers shall be made respecting the valuation or classification 
of said merchandise, as the case may be. 

Seo. 17. That if any person so cited to appear shall neglect or refuse 
to attend, or shall decline to answer, or shall refuse to answer in writing 
any interrogatories, and subscribe his name to his deposition, or to pro- 
duce such papers, when so required by a general appraiser, or a board 
of general appraisers, or a local appraiser or a collector, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars; and if such person be the 
owner, importer, or consignee, the appraisement which the general ap- 
praiser, or board of general appraisers, or local appraiser, or collector, 
where there is no appraiser, may make of the merchandise, shall be final 
and conclusive; and any person who sliall willfully and corruptly swear 
falsely on an examination before any general appraiser, or board of 
general appraisers, or local appraiser, or collector, shall be deemed guilty 
of perjury; and if he is the owner, importer, or consignee, the mer- 
chandise shall be forfeited. 

Sec. 18. That all decisions of the general appraisers and of the boards 
of general appraisers, respecting values andratesof duty, shall be pre- 
served and filed, and shall be open to inspection under proper regula- 
tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. All decisions 
of the general appraisers shall be reported forthwith to the Secretary 
of the Treasury and to the board of general appraisers on duty at the 
port of New York, and the report to the board shall be accompanied, 
whenever practicable, by samples of the merchandise in question, and 
it shall be the duty of the said board, under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, to cause an abstract to be made and published 
of such decisions of the appraisers as they may deem important, and 
of the decisions of each of the general appraisers and boards of general 
appraisers, which abstract shall contain a general description of the 
merchandise in question, and of the value and rate of duty fixed in each 
case, with reference, whenever practicable, by number or other desig- 
nation, to samples deposited in the place of samples at l^Tew York, and 
such abstract shall be issued &om time to time, at least once in each 
week, for the information of customs officers and the public. 

Seo. 19. That whenever imported merchandise is subject to an ad 
valorem rate of duty, or to a duty based upon or regulated in any man- 
ner by the value thereof, the duty shall be assessed upon the actual 
market value or wholesale price of such merchandise as thought and 
sold in usual wholesale quantities, at the time of exportation to the 
United States, in the principal markets of the country from whence im- 
ported, and in the condition in which such merchandise is there bought 
and sold for exportation to the United States, or consigned to the United 
States for sale, including the value of all cartons, cases, crates, boxes, 
sacks, and coverings of any kind, and all other costs, charges, and ex- 
penses incident to placing the merchandise in condition, packed ready 
for shipment to the United States, and if there be used for covering or 
holding imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free, any unusual 
article or form designed for use otherwise than in the bona fide trans- 
portation of such merchandise to the United States, additional duty 
shall be levied and collected upon such material or article at the rate 
to which the same would be subject if separately imported. That the 
words "value" or " actual market value" whenever used in this act or 
in any law relating to the appraisement of imported merchandise shall 
be construed to mean the actual market value or wholesale price as 
defined in this section. 
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Seo. 20. Any merchandise deposited in any public or private bonded- 
warehouse may be withdrawn for consumption within three years from 
the date of original importation, on payment of the duties and charges 
to which it may be subject by law at the time of such withdrawal: 
Provided, That nothing herein shall affect or impair existing provisions 
of law in regard to the disposal of perishable or explosive articles. 

Seo. 21. That in all suits or informations brought, where any seizure 
has been made pursuant to any act providing for or regulating the col- 
lection of duties on imports or tonnage, if the property is claimed by any 
person, the burden of proof shall lie upon such claimant: Provided, 
That probable cause is shown fox such prosecution, to be judged of by 
the court. 

Sec. 22. That all fees exacted and oaths administered by oflScers of 
the customs, except as provided in this act, under or by virtue of ex- 
isting laws of the United States, upon the entry of imported goods and 
the passing thereof through the customs, and also upon aU entries of 
domestic goods, wares, and merchandise for exportation, be, and the 
same are hereby, abolished ; and in case of entry of merchandise for 
exportation, a declaration, in lieu of an oath, shall be filed, in such 
form and under such regulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury; and the penalties provided in the sixth section of this 
act for false statements in such declaration shall be applicable to dec- 
larations made under this section: Provided, That where such fees, 
under existing laws, constitute, in whole or in part, the compensation 
of any of&cer, such ofQcer shall receive, from and after the passage of 
this act, a fixed sum for each year equal to the amount which he would 
have been entitled to receive as fees for such services during said year. 

Sec. 23. That no allowance for damage to goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise imported into the United States shall hereafter be made in 
the estimation and liquidation of duties thereon; but the importer 
thereof may, within ten days after entry, abandon to the United States 
all or any portion of goods, wares, and merchandise included in any 
invoice, and be relieved ftom the payment of the duties on the portion 
so abandoned: Provided, That the portion so abandoned shall amount 
to ten per centum or over of the total value or quantity of the invoice; 
and the property so abandoned shall be sold by public auction or 
otherwise disposed of for the account and credit of the United States 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 

Sec. 24. That whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury that, in any case of unascertained or 
estimated duties, or payments made upon appeal, more money has 
been paid to or deposited with a collector of customs than, as has been 
ascertained by final liquidation thereof, the law required to be paid or 
deposited, the Secretary of the Treasury shall direct the Treasurer to 
refund and pay the same out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. The necessary moneys therefor are hereby appro- 
priated, and this appropriation shall be deemed a permanent indefinite 
appropriation ; and the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
to correct manifest clerical errors in any entry or liquidatiou, for or 
against the United States, at any time within one year of the date of 
such entry, but not afterwards: Provided, That the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall in his annual report to Congress, give a detailed state- 
ment of the various sums of money refunded under the provisions of 
this act or of any other act of Congress relating to the revenue, together 
with copies of the rulings under which repayments were made. 
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Sec. 25. That from and after the taking effect of this act no collector 
or other officer of the customs shall be in any way liable to any owner, 
importer, consignee, or agent of any merchandise, or any other perBon, 
for or on account oi any rulings or decisions as to the classification of 
said merchandise or the duties charged thereon, or the collection of any 
dues, charges, or duties on or on account of said merchandise, or any 
other matter or thing as to whicli said owner, importer, consignee, or 
agent of such merchandise might, under this act, be entitled to appeal 
from the decision of said collector or other of&cer, or from any board of 
appraisers proyided for in this act. 

Sec. 26. That any person who shall give, or offer to give or promise 
to give any money or thing of value, directly or indirectly, to any o&cer 
or employee of the United States in*consideration of or for any act or 
omission contrary to law in connection with or pertaining to the im- 
portation, appraisement, entry, examination, or inspection of goods, 
wares, or merchandise including herein any baggage, or of the liquida- 
tion of the entry thereof, or shall by threats or demands, or promises 
of any character attempt to improperly influence or control any such 
ofBcer or employee of the United States, as to the performance of his 
official duties shall, on conviction thereof, be fined not exceeding two 
thousand dollars, or be imprisoned at hard labor not more than one 
year, or both, in the discretion of the court; and evidence of such giv- 
ing, or offering, or promising to give, satisfactory to the court in wMch 
such trial is had, shall be regarded as prima facie evidence that such 
giving or offering or promising was contrary to law, and shall put upon 
the accused the burden of proving that such act was innocent, and not 
done with an unlawful intention. 

Sbo. 27. That any officer or employee of the United States who shall, 
excepting for lawful duties or fees, solicit, demand, exact or receive 
from any person, directly or indirectly, any money or thing of value, in 
connection with or pertaining to the importation, appraisement, entry, 
examination, or inspection of goods, wares, or merchandise, including 
herein any baggage, or liquidation of the entry thereof, on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined not exceeding five thousand dollars, or be im- 
prisoned at hard labor not more than two years, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court. And evidence of such soliciting, demanding, exacting, 
or receiving, satisfactory to the court in which such trial fs had, shaU 
be regarded as prima facie evidence that such soliciting, demanding, 
exacting, or receiving was contrary to law, and shall put upon the 
accused the burden of proving that such act was innocent and not with 
an unlawful intention. 

Sec. 28. That any baggage or personal effects arriving in the United 
States in transit to any foreign country may be delivered by the parties 
having it in charge to the collector of the proper district, to be by him 
retained, without the payment or exaction of any import duty, or to be 
forwarded by such collector to the collector of the port of departure and 
to be delivered to such parties on their departure for their foreign des- 
tination, under such rules and regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe. 

Sbo. 29. That sections twenty-six hundred and eight, twenty-eight

That this act shall take effect on the first day of August, 
eighteen hundred and ninety, except so much of section twelve as pro- 
vides for the appointment of nine general appraisers, which shall take 
effect immediately.
